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Barge hits well

Koreas mark truce, but 
drills underscore tensions

ABOARD THE USS CURTIS 
WILBUR (AP) — On the 57th 
anniversary of the armistice 
that ended the Korean War, 
U.S. and South Korean 
ships intensified high-profile 
military exercises Tuesday 
that underscore rising tensions 
in a region yet to truly find 
peace. 

The massive maneuvers, called 
“Invincible Spirit,” are being 
conducted by an armada of 
South Korean and U.S. ships 

— including the USS George 
Washington supercarrier — in 
international waters off the 
South Korean coast. 

The normally quiet patch 
of the East Sea has been 
a buzz of military activity 

— with helicopters dropping 
sonar buoys into the waters, 
squadrons of carrier-based 
F-18 fighters embarking on

International authorities 
have arrested a computer 
hacker believed responsible 


for creating the malicious 
computer code that infected as 
many as 12 million computers, 
invading major banks and 
corporations around the 
world, FBI officials told The 


Associated Press on Tuesday. 
A 23-year-old Slovenian 
known as Iserdo was snagged 
in Maribor, Slovenia, after 
a lengthy investigation by 
Slovenian Criminal Police 
there along with FBI and 
Spanish authorities. 

His arrest comes about 
five months after Spanish 
police broke up the massive 
cyber scam, arresting three 
of the alleged ringleaders 
who operated the so-called 
Mariposa botnet, stealing 
credit cards and online banking 
credentials. The botnet — a 
network of infected computers 
— appeared in December 2008 
and infected more than half of 
the Fortune 1,000 companies 
and at least 40 major banks. 
Botnets are networks of 
infected PCs that have been 
hijacked from their owners, 
often without their knowledge, 
and put into the control of 
criminals. 

Jeffrey Troy, the FBI’s deputy 


assistant director for the cyber 
division, said Tuesday that 
Iserdo’s arrest is a major break 
in the investigation. He said 
it will take the alleged cyber 
mastermind off the street and 
prevent him from updating 
the malicious software code 
or somehow regaining control 
of computers that are still 
infected. 

Officials declined to release 
Iserdo’s real name and the 
exact charges filed against him, 
but said the arrest took place 
about 10 days ago and the man 
has been released on bond. 
“To use an analogy here,” said 
Troy, “as opposed to arresting 
the guy who broke into your 
home, we’ve arrested the guy 
that gave him the crowbar, the 
map and the best houses in the 
neighborhood. And that is a 
huge break in the investigation 
of cyber crimes.” 

Troy said more arrests are 
expected and are likely 
to extend beyond Spain 


and Slovenia and include 
additional operators who 
allegedly bought the malware 
from Iserdo. Authorities 
would not say how much 
Iserdo supposedly charged, 
but said hackers could buy the 
software package for a certain 
amount, or pay more to have 
it customized or get additional 
features. Internet reports 
suggest the fees ranged from 
as much as $500 for basic 
packages to more than $1,300 
for more advanced versions. 
Cyber masterminds behind 
the biggest botnets aren’t 
often taken down largely 
because it is easy for 
experienced hackers to hide 
their identities by disguising 
the source of their Internet 
traffic. Usually the computer 
resources they use are stolen. 
And the investigations are 
complex and technical, often 
spanning dozens of countries 
with conflicting or even non¬ 
existing cyber crime laws.Q 
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Neb. city council votes 
to delay immigration law

FREMONT, Neb. - A voter- 
approved ban on hiring and 
renting property to illegal 
immigrants was suspended 
Tuesday by the Fremont City 
Council, less than two days 
before it was set to take effect 
in the eastern Nebraska city. 
Council members voted 8- 
0 to delay an ordinance that 
is being challenged by two 
federal lawsuits, saying the 
move will save the city money 
in its legal defense. 

The council narrowly rejected 
the ban in 2008, prompting 
supporters to gather enough 
signatures for the ballot 
measure. Voters approved 
the ban last month and it 
was scheduled to take effect 
Thursday. The city faces 
lawsuits from the American 
Civil Liberties Union and 
the Mexican American Legal 
Defense & Educational Fund. 
“We’re relieved that the 
Fremont City Council will 
suspend this discriminatory 
ordinance while it’s being 
litigated,” Amy Miller, the 
ACLU of Nebraska’s legal 
director, said in a statement. 
“It was a responsible decision 
that will spare residents of 
Fremont from worrying 
about losing housing and jobs 
because of their appearance 
and accent pending a final 
resolution by the court.” 

The ACLU expected to ask 
a federal judge Wednesday 
to temporarily block the ban 
from taking effect. After the 
vote, the group said it and the 
city plan to use the hearing 
to ask that the ordinance be 
blocked pending a final court 
resolution. 

The ordinance has divided 


the community between 
those who say it makes up 
for what they call lax federal 
law enforcement and others 
who argue it could fuel 
discrimination. 

Council members had insisted 
that any suspension would 
be aimed at saving money 
on the city’s legal defense, 
but some ban supporters 
remained skeptical. “They see 
it as another attempt by the 
city to block this ordinance,” 
Jerry Hart, a Fremont resident 
who petitioned for the ballot 
measure, said ahead of the 
vote. 

City officials have estimated 
Fremont’s costs of 
implementing the ordinance 

— including legal fees, 
employee overtime and 
improved computer software 

— would average $1 million 
a year. 

Council president Scott 
Getzschman has said it’s 
unclear how much money the 
city would save by suspending 
enforcement of the ordinance. 
He insisted the council is only 
trying limit legal costs, even if 
the savings are small. 

“It just boils down to the 
fact that the restraining order 
and injunction is imminent,” 
Getzschman said before the 
vote. “And as the city of 
Fremont, we’re looking at 
ways of reducing costs.” 

Betty Faux, 69, who owns a 
lake house just outside the 
25,000-resident community, 
where dozens of homes along 
a main residential street flew 
American flags Tuesday, 
said that’s not a good enough 
argument. 

“I think they should go ahead 
with it; especially since 
they’ve got somebody who

Associated Press 
will represent them for free,” 
Faux said, referring to Kansas 
City, Kan.-based attorney 
Kris Kobach, who drafted 
the Fremont ordinance and 
has said he would represent 
Fremont free of charge to 
fight lawsuits filed over the 
ordinance. 

Kobach also helped write 
the Arizona law that directs 
officers to question people 
about their immigration status 
during the enforcement of 
other laws such as traffic stops 
and if there’s a reasonable 
suspicion they’re in the U.S. 
illegally. 

Kobach told The Associated 
Press earlier Tuesday that 
if the council delayed 
implementation, it would 
mean fewer court hearings in 
the litigation process, making 
the process of hearing the 
lawsuits shorter and cheaper 
for the city. 

The ordinance has put 
Fremont on the list with 
Arizona and other places 
in the national debate over 
immigration regulations. 
Arizona’s sweeping law is set 
to take effect Thursday. 

The ACLU and the Mexican 
American Legal Defense 
& Education Fund say the 
Fremont ordinance amounts 
to discrimination. □ 
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House lawmaker, ethics panel lawyers talking deal

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
veteran House lawmaker 
made a last-minute effort 
Tuesday to settle his ethics 
case and prevent a House 
trial that could embarrass him 
and damage the Democratic 


Party in advance of November 
elections. 

The talks between Rep. Charles 
Rangel’s lawyer and the House 
ethics committee’s nonpartisan 
attorneys were confirmed by 
ethics Chairman Zoe Lofgren, 
a Democrat. Lofgren said she 
is not involved in the talks, 


and added that the committee’s 
lawmakers have always 
accepted the professional 
staff’s recommendations in 
previous plea bargains. 

Rangel, a 40-year House 
veteran who is 80 years 
old, would have to admit to 
multiple, substantial ethics 
violations for any plea 
bargain to be accepted. Earlier 
negotiations broke down 
when Rangel would only 
admit to some allegations 
— not enough to satisfy the 
committee lawyers, according 
to people familiar with those 
talks who were not authorized 
to be quoted by name. 

He is the former chairman of 
the powerful tax-writing Ways 
and Means Committee and 
one of the most influential 
black members of Congress, 
representing New York’s 
Harlem district. 

If the talks are not successful, 
trial proceedings for Rangel 
would begin Thursday with 


a reading of alleged ethics 
violations that are still 
confidential. 

An equally divided Democrat- 
Republican, eight-member 
subcommittee led by Lofgren 
would then conduct the actual 
trial later and decide whether 
the charges are proved by clear 
and convincing evidence. 

The members are separate from 
the four-member investigative 
panel that charged Rangel with 
multiple violations connected 
to his fundraising, financial 
disclosure and failure to pay 
taxes on income from a resort 
unit. If the case ends with either 
a plea bargain or a finding of 
guilt, the ethics committee 
would make a decision on 
punishment that could range 
from a critical report, to a 
censure by the House or an 
expulsion vote. 

In previous cases, the only 
matter to go through a trial 
was the case of former Rep. 
Jim Traficant, who was

Democratic leaders had to rely on Republican 
support to pass the almost $59 billion measure 
to finance Obama’s additional 30,000 troops in 
Afghanistan and other programs. The final vote was 
308-114. Twelve Republicans and 102 Democrats 
opposed it. 

Pentagon leaders have warned that money to pay 
for the troops could run out as early as Aug. 7, 
prompting the House, which is leaving at the end of 
the week for its August recess, to accept the pared- 
down Senate version of the legislation. 

Last week the Senate rejected a larger, House- 
favored bill that would have included billions of 
dollars to help keep teachers on the job, provide aid 
for college students and enhance border security. 
With the new war spending, the total amount of 
money that Congress has allotted for the wars in 
Iraq and Afghanistan surpasses $1 trillion. 

House Appropriations Committee Chairman David 
Obey, a Democrat, said he was tom between his 
obligation to bring the bill to the floor and his 
“profound skepticism” that the money would lead to 
a successful conclusion of the war in Afghanistan. 


Even if Americans could have greater confidence 
in the Afghan government, he said, “it would likely 
take so long it will obliterate our ability to make the 
kinds of long-term investments in our own country 
that are so desperately needed.” 

Democratic Rep. Jim McGovern cited recently 
released classified documents he said revealed 
some of the corruption and incompetence of the 
Afghanistan government. 

“We’re told we can’t extend unemployment or pay 
to keep cops on the beat or teachers in the classroom, 
but we’re asked to borrow another $33 billion for 
nation-building in Afghanistan,” he said. “I think 
we need to do more nation-building here at home.” 
Obama urged passage of the war-funding bill, 
saying in a Rose Garden statement Tuesday that 
it was needed “to ensure that our troops have the 
resources they need and that we’re able to do what’s 
necessary for our national security.” 

The president also mentioned the unauthorized 
release of sensitive documents, thousands of 
battlefield reports saying he was concerned they 
“could potentially jeopardize individuals or 
operations.” 

Republicans in turn chided Democrats for delaying 


expelled by a 420-1 vote in 
2002.

Some Democrats have called 
for Rangel to resign.

“We’ve been through all of this wrangling, and for 
what? All we’ve created is more uncertainty for our 
troops in the field, more uncertainty for the Pentagon, 
and it’s all unnecessary,” House Republican leader 
John Boehner said at a news conference. 

The president requested the emergency funding 
last February. After the Senate passed it in May, 
the House approved on July 1 its own version that 
added more than $20 billion in domestic spending 
to the military bill.

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Court reverses polygamist leader convictions

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - 
The convictions of polygamist 
leader Warren Jeffs were 
reversed on Tuesday by the 
Utah Supreme Court, which 
ordered a new trial and said 
a jury received incorrect

a 14-year-old girl to her 19- 
year-old cousin. 

Jeffs, 54, was convicted in 
2007 of two counts of first- 
degree felony rape as an 
accomplice. He is serving 
two consecutive terms of five 
years to life in the Utah State 
Prison.

While there was no estimate of how much oil was spewing 
Tuesday, officials said the mile-long slick it created was small 
compared with the Gulf spill. 

The Coast Guard said the towboat Pere Ana C was pushing the 
barge on Mud Lake when it hit the wellhead about 1 a.m. No 
one was hurt. 

The towboat captain told investigators the well was not lit as 
required, Coast Guard Capt. John Arenstam said. 

The Coast Guard hired Wild Well Control Inc. to begin attempts 
to cap the well later Tuesday. Another contractor is handling 
cleanup. 

The Coast Guard identified the well owner as Houston-based 
Cedyco Corp., but authorities said they had been unable to 
contact the company. Calls to Cedyco by The Associated Press 
were not returned Tuesday. 

Deano Bonano, a Jefferson Parish emergency management 
official, said the spill was “miniscule” in comparison to the BP 
spill that has dumped millions of gallons of oil into the Gulf. 
Bonano said the accident, which blocked traffic into Barataria 
Bay, would not stop attempts by cleanup crews to return to the 
Gulf after a weekend interruption from the remnants of Tropical 
Storm Bonnie. 

He said no new oil has reached Barataria Bay from the BP spill 
in the last three weeks and said boats and equipment could be 
dispatched from other sites along the Louisiana coast, such as 
Grand Isle. 

Mud Lake is at the northern approaches to Barataria Bay, an 
ecologically sensitive estuary south of New Orleans.Q 


NYC settles 50-bullet 
cop lawsuit for $7M 


NEW YORK (AP) — The 
city of New York has agreed 
to pay more than $7 million to 
settle a civil lawsuit stemming 
from the fatal 50-bullet police 
shooting of an unarmed man 
on his wedding day. 

The settlement filed in 
Brooklyn federal court on 
Tuesday pays $3.25 million 
to the estate of Sean Bell, who 
was killed in 2006 outside 
a strip club in Queens while 
leaving his bachelor party. 
As part of the settlement, 
the city agreed to pay $3 
million to Joseph Guzman and 
$900,000 to Trent Benefield, 
both of whom were wounded 
in the shooting that killed 
their friend. The lawsuit had 
accused the city of wrongful 


death, negligence, assault and 
civil rights violations. 

“We hope that all parties can 
find some measure of closure 
by this settlement,” the city’s 
attorney, Michael A. Cardozo, 
said in a statement. 

An attorney for the plaintiffs, 
Scott Rynecki, said the 
settlement was hard-fought 
over two days and that the 
plaintiffs felt it was the best 
outcome possible. “I think 
it was all about closure at 
this point,” Rynecki told The 
Associated Press in a phone 
interview. Three police officers 
wereacquittedofmanslaughter 
and other charges in 2008. 
Federal authorities in February 
declined to bring civil rights 
charges against them.Q 


A telephone call seeking 
comment from the Washington 
County attorney’s office 
and the Utah attorney was 
not immediately returned 
Tuesday. Jeffs’ lawyers 
scheduled a news conference 
later Tuesday. 

Jeffs is head of the 
Fundamentalist Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints. The group, based 
on the Utah-Arizona state 
line, practices polygamy in 
marriages arranged by church 
leaders. 

Jeffs performed the religious 
marriage of Elissa Wall and 
Allen Steed in a Nevada motel 
and later counseled Wall to 
be obedient and give her 
“mind, body and soul” to her 
husband in an effort to make 
an unhappy marriage work. 
During the trial and later in 


her book, “Stolen Innocence,” 
Wall said she objected to 
the marriage and was forced 
into sexual relations with her 
husband. 

The Associated Press does 
not typically name victims 
of alleged sexual assault, but 
Wall has frequently spoken 
publicly about the case. 

In it’s ruling Tuesday, the court 
agreed with defense attorneys 
who argued that jurors should 
not have been told to decide 
whether Wall’s marital 
relations were consensual 
based on Jeffs’ actions and his 
role as her religious leader. 
That essentially equates Jeffs 
with Steed — the person 
who allegedly has had 
nonconsensual sex. 

Justices said prosecutors were 
wrong to make that leap.q

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NATO: 1 missing sailor killed in Afghanistan

KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) — One of two 
U.S. sailors missing in Afghanistan since last 
week — a 30-year-old father of two — has 
been confirmed dead and his body recovered, 
a NATO spokesman said Tuesday. 

The search continues for the other missing sailor, 
said Lt. Col. Todd Breasseale, a spokesman for 
NATO and U.S. forces in Afghanistan. 

The two Navy personnel went missing Friday 
in the eastern province of Logar, after an 
armored sport utility vehicle was seen driving 
into a Taliban-held area. The Taliban have said 
they killed one of the two men in a firefight, 
captured the other and are holding him in a 
“safe place” where he will not be found. 

In a statement, the NATO-led command said the 
body was recovered Sunday after an extensive 
search and that the coalition “holds the captors 
accountable for the safety and proper treatment 
of our missing service member.” 

NATO officials were unable to say what the 
two service members were doing in such a 
dangerous part of eastern Afghanistan. 

The sailors were instructors at a 
counterinsurgency school for Afghan security 
forces, according to senior military officials, 
who spoke on condition of anonymity because 
of the sensitivity of the case. The school was 
headquartered in Kabul and had classrooms 
outside the capital, but they were never assigned 
anywhere near where the body of the sailor was 
recovered, the officials said. 

The Pentagon identified the dead sailor as 
Petty Officer 2nd Class Justin McNeley, 30, of 
Wheatridge, Colorado, and the missing sailor 
as Petty Officer 3rd Class Jarod Newlove, 25, 
of Renton, Washington. The Pentagon listed 
Newlove’s whereabouts as unknown and is not 
confirming he was captured. 

Jim Kerr, a Colorado legislator from the 
Denver suburb of Littleton, said McNeley was 
his wife’s nephew. 

McNeley was from Colorado but moved to 
Kingman, Arizona, in 2004, three years after 
he joined the U.S. Navy. His mother lives in 
Kingman and his father is a fire official in 
Encinitas, California. 

Kerr told The Denver Post that McNeley, a 
noncommissioned officer and father of two 
sons, was due to return to the U.S. in August. 
The only other American service member 
in Taliban captivity is Spc. Bowe Bergdahl 
of Hailey, Idaho, who disappeared June 30, 
2009, in Paktika province, also in eastern 
Afghanistan. That area is heavily infiltrated 
by the Haqqani network, which has deep links 


to al-Qaida. Bergdahl has since been shown in 
Taliban videos online. 

New York Times reporter David Rohde was 
also kidnapped in Logar province while trying 
to meet with a Taliban commander. He and an 
Afghan colleague escaped in June 2009 after 
seven months in captivity, most of it spent in 
Taliban sanctuaries in Pakistan. 

Hundreds of fliers, with reprinted photos of the 
two sailors, have been distributed throughout 
Logar province where NATO troops were 
stopping and searching vehicles. NATO has 
offered a $20,000 reward for information 
leading to the surviving sailor’s location. 
Separately in Afghanistan, Britain’s Ministry 
of Defense said Tuesday that a British soldier, 
who was serving with a task force working to 
counter homemade bombs, died Monday in a 
blast in the Sangin district of Helmand province 
in what may have been a case of “friendly 
fire.” 

The ministry said a smoke screen was requested 
to allow the soldiers to work safely, and “it is 
believed that one of the smoke shells may have 
fallen short of its intended target.” 

Also in the south, insurgents launched two 
rockets that struck the Zabul provincial 
governor’s house Tuesday night, according 
to the governor’s spokesman Mohammad Jan 
Rasoolyar. The governor escaped injury, but 
one girl was killed and two other children 
were injured, he said. A third rocket missed the 
house. 

In the relatively peaceful northeastern 
province of Parwan, insurgents killed six 
Afghan construction workers and kidnapped a 
government official, NATO said. 

The construction workers were driving through 
Siagerd district Monday when they came under 
fire from insurgents. Afghan police responded 
and drove back the militants, who kidnapped 
the district attorney general as they fled, NATO 
said. 

Taliban insurgents regularly target civilians 
they see as complicit with the government, 
including those working on government-funded 
projects like roads and public buildings. 

While the deputy provincial police chief 
confirmed that the dead were civilians, Faqir 
Ahmad said they comprised two families 
driving to nearby Bamiyan province for a 
vacation. Ahmad said two women and one 
child were among the dead. He did not have any 
information on whether there were construction 
workers involved. 

Ahmad said the district official was released 
the same day through negotiations with 
insurgents^

The exercises come just four 
months after a South Korean 
warship was sunk, allegedly 
by a torpedo from a North 
Korean submarine, in the 
worst attack on the South’s 
military since the Korean War 
ended in a shaky truce on July 
27, 1953. 

North Korea has strongly 
denied attacking the ship in 
which 46 sailors died. It has 
threatened to retaliate over 
the four-day maneuvers that 
end on Wednesday, but senior 
officers aboard the U.S. ships 
said no North Korean military 
activity has been observed. 
The Koreas technically remain 
at war because fighting ended 
in a truce, not a peace treaty. 
On Tuesday, the Koreas 
and the U.S. marked the 
anniversary of the signing of 
the armistice. 

“Since our nation’s founding, 
the United States has relied 
on our armed forces to ensure 
our safety and security at 
home, and to protect lives and 
liberties around the globe,” 
President Barack Obama said 


in a statement. “I call upon all 
Americans to observe this day 
with appropriate ceremonies 
and activities that honor our 
distinguished Korean War 
veterans.” 

Gen. Walter Sharp, chief of 
28,500 troops in South Korea, 
said the region remains tense, 
but stressed that the U.S. 
and South Korean alliance is 
strong. 

“The Korean peninsula has 
not been entirely at peace 
for the past 57 years,” Sharp 
said during a ceremony at 
the Korean border village of 
Panmunjom. He said the U.S. 
and South Korea are ready to 
“defeat any future provocation 
from North Korea. 

“We are stronger than we have 
ever been,” he said. 
Meanwhile, soldiers in 
Pyongyang, North Korea’s 
capital, marked the anniversary 
of the “Fatherland Liberation 
War” by laying bouquets at 
a memorial. Residents held 
rallies and danced, according 
to the official Korean Central 
News Agency. 

North Korean army officer 
Hong Sung Choi told APTN 


in Pyongyang the naval 
maneuvers were an attempt to 
stifle his country. 

“The U.S. imperialists, 
together with their South 
Korean puppets, are finally 
staging large-scale joint 
military exercises in the 
East Sea of Korea, despite 
the strong opposition of the 
Korean and world people,” he 
said. 

The regime also pressed 
its demand for a full peace 
treaty. North Korea wants to 
establish diplomatic relations 
with Washington to guarantee 
the U.S. won’t invade and 
topple Kim Jong Il’s dynastic 
communist government. 
Pyongyang cites the presence 
of U.S. troops in South Korea 
as a key reason for building up 
its atomic weapons program. 
The U.S. repeatedly has said 
it has no intention of attacking 
the North. 

But this week’s exercises were 
intended to warn the North that 
Seoul and Washington will not 
tolerate acts of aggression. 

The exercises involve about 
20 ships, 200 aircraft and 
about 8,000 U.S. and South 


Korean sailors. At the center 
of the maneuvers is the USS 
George Washington, a floating 
fortress that can carry up to 70 
aircraft and more than 5,000 
sailors and aviators. 

As fighters flew off the decks 
of the carrier and South 
Korea’s defense minister 
toured the ship, about a half 
dozen destroyers stepped

up their part of the drills by 
dropping anti-submarine 
bombs and firing artillery at 
target drones. 

“It’s a show of force, a 
deterrent,” said Capt. Paul 
Hogue, commanding officer 
of the USS Curtis Wilbur.

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Audit: U.S. cannot account for $8.7B in Irani funds

BAGHDAD (AP) — A U.S. 
audit has found that the 
Pentagon cannot account for 
over 95 percent of $9.1 billion 
in Iraq reconstruction money, 
spotlighting Iraqi complaints 
that there is little to show for 
the massive funds pumped 
into their cash-strapped, war- 
ravaged nation. 

The $8.7 billion in question 
was Iraqi money managed by 
the Pentagon, not part of the 
$53 billion that Congress has 
allocated for rebuilding. It’s 
cash that Iraq, which relies on 
volatile oil revenues to fuel its 
spending, can ill afford to lose. 
“Iraq should take legal action 
to get back this huge amount of 
money,” said Sabah al-Saedi, 
chairman of the Parliamentary 
Integrity Committee. The 
money “should be spent for 
rebuilding the country and 
providing services for this 
poor nation.” 

The report by the Special 
Inspector General for Iraq 
Reconstruction accused the 
Defense Department of lax 
oversight and weak controls, 
though not fraud. 

“The breakdown in controls 
left the funds vulnerable 
to inappropriate uses and 
undetected loss,” the audit 
said. 

The Pentagon has repeatedly 
come under fire for apparent 
mismanagement of the 
reconstruction effort—as have 
Iraqi officials themselves. 
Seven years after the U.S.-led 
invasion, electricity service 


is spotty, with generation 
capacity falling far short of 
demand. Fuel shortages are 
common and unemployment 
remains high, a testament 
to the country’s inability to 
create new jobs or attract 
foreign investors. 

Complaints surfaced from 
the start of the war in 2003, 
when soldiers failed to secure 
banks, armories and other 
facilities against looters. Since 
then the allegations have 
only multiplied, including 
investigations of fraud, 
awarding of contracts without 
the required government 
bidding process and allowing 
contractors to charge 
exorbitant fees with little 


oversight, or oversight that 
came too late. 

But the latest report comes 
at a particularly critical time 
for Iraq. Four months after 
inconclusive elections, a 
new government has yet 
to be formed, raising fears 
that insurgents will tap into 
the political vacuum to stir 
sectarian unrest. 

In a sign that insurgents 
are still intent on igniting 
sectarian violence, at least six 
people were killed and dozens 
more wounded when a female 
suicide bomber blew herself up 
near a checkpoint in the holy 
city of Karbala, local police 
said. They spoke on condition 
of anonymity because they

were not authorized to speak 
to the media. 

Thousands of Shiite pilgrims 
are converging on the city, 50 
miles (80 kilometers) south 
of Baghdad, for an important 
religious holiday marking the 
birth of a Shiite saint known 
as the “Hidden Imam” who 
disappeared in the ninth 
century. Such mass displays 
of devotion by Shiites have 
often been targeted by Sunni 
extremists. 

Iraqi lawmakers met Tuesday, 
but for the second time this 
month failed to convene a 
parliament session, leaving 
wide open the question of 
when the new government 
will take shape. 

Underscoring its financial 
challenges, the International 
Monetary Fund in March 
approved a $3.6 billion loan to 
help Iraq meet its obligations. 
Iraq is projected to run a deficit 
through 2011, according to 
analysts, with a possibility 
of a surplus following that 
hinging on oil prices. 

Iraq took a financial hit in 
2008 as oil prices plummeted 
on the back of the global 
financial meltdown. While 
those prices have since 
rebounded, Iraq remains at 
the mercy of international oil 
markets, with revenues from 
petroleum sales accounting 
for over 90 percent of its 
government budget. 

The $9.1 billion in question 
came from the Development 


Fund for Iraq, which was 
set up by the U.N. Security 
Council in 2003. The DFI 
includes revenues from Iraq’s 
oil and gas exports, as well as 
frozen Iraqi assets and surplus 
funds from the defunct, 
Saddam Hussein-era U.N. oil- 
for-food program. 

Iraq had given the U.S. 
authorization to tap into 
the fund, which is held in 
New York, for humanitarian 
and reconstruction efforts, 
withdrawing that approval in 
December 2007. 

With the establishment of 
the Coalition Provisional 
Authority, which ran Iraq 
shortly after the start of the 
U.S. invasion in 2003 until 
mid-2004, about $20 billion 
was placed into the account. 
The $9.1 billion audited 
by the Iraq reconstruction 
inspector general were funds 
withdrawn from that account 
between 2004 and 2007. 

The report found that the 
Defense Department could 
not “readily account for its 
obligations, expenditures 
and remaining balances 
associated” with the DFI. 
At issue was $8.7 billion, or 
95 percent of the withdrawn 
funds. 

Of this amount, the Pentagon 
could not account at all for 
$2.6 billion, according to the 
audit. Tracing the rest of the 
money is difficult because of 
a combination of lax financial 
controls and management, 
the failure to designate an 
organization to oversee the 
spending and the failure to set 
up and deposit the funds in 
special accounts, as required 
by the Treasury Department. 
The Defense Department, 
in responses attached to the 
audit, said it agreed with the 
report’s recommendations 
to establish better guidelines 
for monitoring such funds, 
including appointing an 
oversight organization mostly 
likely by November. 

The failure to properly manage 
billions in reconstruction 
funds has also hobbled the 
troubled U.S.-led effort to 
rebuild Afghanistan. About 
$60 billion have poured into 
Afghanistan since 2001 in 
hopes of bringing electricity, 
clean water, jobs, roads and 
education to the crippled 
country. □ 
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UK court blocks extradition of ex-Bosnion leader

LONDON (AP) — A 
British judge has thwarted 
an attempt to force former 
Bosnian leader Ejup Ganic to 
stand trial for war crimes in 
Serbia, blasting Belgrade’s 
attempt to extradite him 
as abusive and politically 
motivated. Ganic’s release 
ends a five-month-long 
legal battle that reignited 
tensions between the former 
Balkan foes, who have 
been making fitful progress 
toward reconciliation after 
the end of the 1992-1995 
Bosnian conflict. 

Judge Timothy Workman 
said he believed the 
extradition proceedings “are 
brought and are being used 
for political purposes, and 
as such amount to the abuse 
of process of this court.” He 
blocked the extradition and 
freed Ganic immediately. 
Ganic’s daughter, Emina, 
burst into tears when 
the verdict was read out, 
hugging her father and other 
supporters. Game’s son, 
Emir, said the family was 
traveling home and would 
be in Sarajevo, Bosnia’s 
capital, by Wednesday. 


“We’re all extremely 
satisfied,” Emir Ganic told 
The Associated Press. “This 
shows how dishonest the 
Serbian prosecution was.” 
Serbian prosecutors said 
they would appeal, but it 
was unclear how such a 
move could be carried out, 
particularly since Ganic is 
leaving the country. 

Ganic was alleged to have 
taken part in war crimes 
in the opening days of the 
bloody struggle, when 
Bosnia’s president had been 
captured and its capital 
was under siege. Serbian 
prosecutors say that Ganic, 
appointed acting president 
of Bosnia on May 2, 1992, 
personally commanded a 
series of attacks on illegal 
targets across the city, 
including an officers’ club, 
a military hospital and what 
the Serbs describe as a 
medical convoy making its 
way out of town. 

But Workman dismissed 
the allegations, saying the 
officers’ club was a valid 
target and that the medical 
convoy was in fact packed 
with army vehicles and 
military equipment. As for 
the hospital, Workman said 


it was “more likely than not” 
that it wasn’t attacked on 
the day Ganic took charge. 
He was also scathing in 
his indictment of Serbian 
officials, calling their only 
witness unreliable and their 
evidence insignificant. 
Given that two separate 
investigations have already 
found insufficient evidence 
to charge Ganic with any 
crime, Workman said he 
could see only two reasons 
to persist in trying to 
bring him to court: “That 
of incompetence by the 
Serbian prosecutors 
or a motive for prosecuting 
that is based upon politics, 
race, or religion.” 

Ganic, 64, told reporters 
outside the court that he was 
arrested in an effort to divert 
attention from Serbia’s role 
in the conflict. 

“They abused the system 
here, and kept me here for 
five months,” Ganic said 
from the steps of the City of 
Westminster Magistrates’ 
Court. “They are messing 
around in the international 
scene to cover up the war 
crimes they are responsible 
for.” Ganic, who was briefly 
imprisoned and has since 


been held under strict house 
arrest, then walked off to 
celebrate with his family. 
Serbia’s war crimes 
prosecutor, Vladimir 

Vukcevic, who attended 
the hearing, maintained 
that there was no abuse on 
his part. Speaking through 
a translator, he said he 
needed to review the judge’s 
decision before responding 
to it in detail. 

Back in Belgrade, deputy 


war crimes prosecutor 
Bruno Vekaric, said his 
government would push 
for an appeal. “We will try 
to get the answers that are 
bothering the families of 
more than 60 victims,” he 
said. In Bosnia, there was 
relief at the release. 

“Justice has finally been 
done,” Haris Silajdzic, 
Chairman of Bosnia’s 
Presidency, told the AP in 
Sarajevo.□

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Consumer confidence dims 
as home prices climb

NEW YORK (Reuters) - Job worries drove July U.S. consumer 
confidence to its lowest since February, with one in six people 
expecting lower income in the next six months, underscoring 
the precarious state of economic recovery. 

Home prices rose in May but display no signs of a sustained 
rebound as long as unemployment flirts with 10 percent and a 
record stockpile of foreclosed houses looms over the market, a 
separate report showed on Tuesday. 

Single-family house prices remain 29.1 percent below peaks 
four years ago, according to a Standard & Poor’s/Case-Shiller 
index. The deepest housing crash since the Great Depression 
dragged the U.S. economy into recession, and is doing little 
to stimulate broader growth as many economists fret about a 
possible double-dip recession. 

The Conference Board, a New York-based business and 
economics research group, reported that consumer attitudes 
worsened this month as did expectations about jobs being hard 
to get. “Concerns about business conditions and the labor market 
are casting a dark cloud over consumers that is not likely to lift 
until the job market improves,” said Lynn Franco, Director of 
The Conference Board Consumer Research Center. 

The group’s index of consumer attitudes fell to 50.4 in July from 
an upwardly revised 54.3 in June, below the median forecast of 
51 in a Reuters poll. 

The “jobs hard to get” reading, meanwhile, rose to 45.8 percent 
from 43.5 percent. 

The tepid consumer data tempered stock market gains. U.S. 
Treasuries fell in the face of new supply. 

“There have been quite a few headwinds — the fiscal stimulus is 
fading, the European situation certainly did have an impact on 
consumer confidence and inventories are being brought more 
into line,” said David Sloan, economist at 4Cast Ltd in New 
York. “But clearly the big problem for consumers is jobs.” 

U.S. unemployment stood at 9.5 percent in June, the lowest in 
nearly a year, but reflected people leaving the workforce rather 
than a trend toward greater hiring. 

New jobless benefits claims, to be reported by the Labor 
Department on Thursday, are seen are seen dipping to 459,000 
in the week ended July 24 from a surprisingly high 464,000 the

NEW YORK - The stock 
market’s rally was chilled 
Tuesday by news that 
consumers are becoming 
more pessimistic. 

Stocks fell modestly after 
three days of big gains. The 
Dow Jones industrial average 
was up 17 points, but much 
of its advance was due to 
DuPont Co., which was lifted 
by strong earnings. Broader 
indexes dropped slightly. 

The Conference Board’s 
report that its Consumer 
Confidence Index fell to 50.4 
from June’s revised reading 
of 54.3 distracted investors 
from another batch of upbeat 
earnings reports. The market 
had expected the index to 
come in at 51. 

Consumer confidence has 
been falling in recent months 
as people have waited in vain 
for a turnaround in the job 
market. That has made many 
consumers hesitant to spend 
and in turn raised concerns 
about whether the economic 
recovery would continue. 
Many retail stocks fell after 
the confidence number was 
released. 

Companies have a very 
different take on the economy 
from consumers. Chemical 
maker DuPont on Tuesday 
joined the growing number 
of big corporations that have 
raised their forecasts for the 
future. DuPont also easily 
beat analysts’ predictions for 
its second-quarter profit and 
revenue. 

Still, investors have been 
torn over the past few months 
between buying on companies ’ 
upbeat reports and selling on 
government and private sector 
numbers that keep pointing to 
a slowing of the economy. 
“Investors are really uncertain 
whether to focus on the 
underlying economy or

earnings,” said Tyler Vernon, 
principal and portfolio 
manager at Biltmore Capital 
Advisors. 

Earnings had investors 
attention’ the past two weeks 
but the occasional economic 
number can sometimes trump 
companies’ results, Vernon 
said. When earnings reports 
are done, unsettling data on 
jobs, housing and consumer 
spending will dominate 
trading, and may well lead to 
more seling. 

Traders initially shrugged 
off the consumer confidence 
report, then began selling. 
John Brady, a senior vice 
president at MF Global in 
Chicago, said there is little 
that’s likely to turn around 
consumer confidence in the 
near future. Consumers won’t 
become more optimistic 
until they see a drop in 
unemployment and clear signs 
that employers are hiring. 

“I don’t know what turns

around confidence aside from 
jobs growth,” Brady said. 

The Dow rose 13.78, or 0.1 
percent, to 10,539.21. 

The Dow has surged in July, 
rising 7.7 percent during the 
month. The sharp gains helped 
push the index back into the 
black for the year on Monday. 
In the past three trading days 
alone, the Dow has jumped 
405 points, or 4 percent, 
because of consistently strong 
earnings and outlooks. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index fell 1.52, or 0.1 percent, 
to 1,113.49, while the Nasdaq 
composite index fell 8.44, or 
0.4 percent, to 2,287.99. 
Losing stocks were ahead of 
gainers by 3 to 2 on the New 
York Stock Exchange, where 
volume came to 728 million 
shares. 

Bond prices fell, sending their 
yields higher. The yield on the 
10-year Treasury note rose to 
3.05 percent from 2.99 percent 
late Monday. □

BEIJING (AP) — Houston Rockets center Yao Ming is 
pondering qutting basketball if he doesn’t fully recover from 
his lingering foot injury next season. 

In wide-ranging comments to Chinese state media on Monday, 
Yao sounded far from optimistic about his future and also made 
a rare criticism of China’s national basketball program. 

“If the foot injury does not heal next season, I might choose to 
call it quits,” Yao said. 

Yao missed last season following foot surgery, but is set to return 
to the Rockets after deciding not to opt out of the final year of 
his contract. Though he has said his recovery was going well, 
the Rockets have signed 7-foot veteran Brad Miller to share the

work at center. 

The 7-foot-6 Yao, who was in his native China for a series of 
charity events, all but ruled out playing for his country in the 
2012 London Olympics. 

“The chance (to play in London) is very small. The foot injury 
will not allow me to play so many games anymore,” Yao was 
quoted as saying by the official Xinhua News Agency. “Like I 
said before, I will quit the national team and the sport one day. 
It’s what happens to every athlete.” 

Without Yao, who remains wildly popular in China, the 
country’s national team has only managed a series of lackluster 
performances, including an embarrassing home loss to Iran in 
the final of the Asian Championship last year. 

Yao, who turns 30 in September, said the poor showings 
stemmed from China’s focus on preparations for the 2008 
Beijing Olympics, while neglecting development teams and the 
country’s professional league. 

“We are paying for what we didn’t do leading up to 2008. We 
skipped the development of a reserve team and the CB A league 
and focused only on the national team and the Olympics. It’s 
like you are killing the goose that lays the golden egg,” he said. 
“I’m 30. As an athlete, I am not the future of China basketball 
anymore. ”□ 


Kerr eyes top of women’s rankings 


SOUTHPORT, England (AP) 
—CristieKerr has her sights set 
on a return to the top of world 
rankings when she tees off at 
the Women’s British Open at 
Royal Birkdale on Thursday.

Hard-hitting 
former Raider

COLUMBUS, Ohio - Jack 
Tatum, the Pro Bowl safety 
for the Oakland Raiders best 
known for his crushing hit 
that paralyzed Darryl Stingley 
in an NFL preseason game in 
1978, has died.

Tatum, died of a heart attack 
Tuesday in an Oakland 
hospital, according to friend 
and former Ohio State 
teammate John Hicks.

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Feds seek records from ‘04 Armstrong doping case

AUSTIN, Texas (AP) 
F ederal prosecutors 
investigating cheating in 
professional cycling have 
subpoenaed documents 

from a 2004 case in which 
a Texas company tried to 
prove Lance Armstrong used 
performance enhancing drugs. 
Jeffrey Tillotson, the attorney 


who handled the case for 
Dallas-based SCA Promotions 
Inc., said Tuesday that his 
office will send the documents 
to federal prosecutors in Los 
Angeles. 

The records include 
depositions from former 
Tour de France winner Greg 
LeMond, former Armstrong 
teammate Frankie Andreu and 
his wife, and testimony from 


Armstrong and his business 
associates. The Wall Street 
Journal first reported the 
subpoena Tuesday. 

Armstrong has not received 
any subpoenas or official 
requests from federal 
investigators, according to 
his attorney, Bryan D. Daly, 
a criminal defense lawyer 
and former federal prosecutor 
based in Los Angeles.

CINCINNATI - A year after 
they were featured on HBO’s 
“Hard Knocks,” the Bengals 
have scripted their own reality 
show. 

T.O. and Ocho. Two self- 
conscious stars, one NFL 
team. 

How will they fit? How will 
it work? Which receiver will 
provide most of the drama? 
And, more importantly, will 
any of it help the Bengals get 
back to the playoffs? 

The Bengals reached a contract 
agreement with receiver 
Terrell Owens on Tuesday, 
two persons familiar with the 
situation told The Associated 
Press. He’s expected to report 
to training camp in a day or 
two and sign a one-year deal 
that will pay him $2 million 
with a chance for an additional 
$2 million in bonuses. 

The Bengals were his first 
choice, giving him a chance to 
team with close friend Chad 
Ochocinco, who has already 
dubbed the pair Batman and 
Robin. The Bengals made an 
offer on Monday, and Owens 
accepted a day later. 

Players are required to report 


for the start of training camp 
on Wednesday in Georgetown, 
Ky. Owens is expected to 
show up when workouts begin 
on Thursday, said one person 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity because the team 
had made no announcement 
of the signing. 

On his Twitter account, 
Owens replied to Ochocinco 
late Tuesday: “Ocho Uno 
is coming 2 town!! Hey 
Robin, Batman will b there 
soon!” He’s expected to sign 
his deal when he arrives in 
Georgetown. 

Already, it’s like something 
out of a reality show. 
Ochocinco gushed about the 
matchup on his Twitter feed, 
welcoming Owens and joking 
that “all of our games have 
been moved to pay-per-view, 
you got to pay to see this.” 
Both of the look-at-me 
receivers are accustomed to 
cable. 

By adding the 36-year-old 
Owens, the Bengals will 
lead the NFL in reality show 
stars. Ochocinco competed on 
“Dancing With the Stars” in 
the offseason, and has a dating 
show called “Ochocinco: The 
Ultimate Catch” currently 


running on VH1. After 
Ochocinco’s show comes 
“The T.O. Show.” 

Ochocinco’s last show 
involved eliminating two 
contestants. Owens’ last 
program had him walking 
down a runway as part of a 
fashion show in metrosexual 
attire — bare chest under 
an open jacket with a huge 
necklace and a wig. 

In a couple of days, it will 
be the dancer-and-dater on 
one side of the field, the 
metrosexual model on the 
other. 

In the middle will be 
quarterback Carson Palmer, 
who helped bring Owens to 
Cincinnati. Palmer worked 
out with Owens in California 
and called coach Marvin 
Lewis, saying the team ought 
to try to sign him. 

“He and Chad are going 
to do some great things 
with Carson,” said Drew 
Rosenhaus, the agent for both 
receivers. “Carson Palmer 
had a lot to do with this deal 
coming together.” 

Bengals owner Mike Brown 
went along, even though 
he knew Owens also brings 
a lot of baggage. The 
outspoken receiver has a 
history of undercutting his 
quarterbacks, though he was 
on good behavior last season 
in Buffalo. 

Brown doesn’t mind. He has 
a history of providing extra 
chances to players who have 
caused trouble, allowing them 
to extend their careers in 
Bengals stripes. In the last two 
years, the Bengals also have 
signed receiver Chris Henry, 
running back Cedric Benson, 
running back Larry Johnson 
and receiver Matt Jones, all of 
whom were let go because of 
off-field issues. Q

“Truthfully, I don’t have any 
idea how Lance Armstrong 
fits into this whole thing,” 
Daly said. “Lance Armstrong 
doesn’t want to be stuck in 
the middle of a celebrity 
investigation.” 

Armstrong and SCA went to 
arbitration after the company 
withheld a $5 million 
performance bonus it owed 
Armstrong for his 2004 Tour 
de France win. SCA had 
cited published allegations 
Armstrong was doping, which 
he denied. 

The cyclist never has failed 
a drug test and has strongly 
denied all allegations he 
participated in doping. 

The 2004 case ended with 
SCA paying Armstrong $7.5 
million, covering the original 
contract plus attorneys fees 
and interest. Sean Breen, one 
of Armstrong’s attorneys in 
the SCA case, said most of the 
case testimony already had 
been leaked in recent years. 
“There’s nothing in (the 
subpoenaed documents) that 
hasn’t been released or would 
support any contention he was 
doping or cheated,” Breen 
said. 

F ederal prosecutors ’ 

investigation was spurred by 
more recent accusations from 
Floyd Landis, Armstrong’s 
former teammate on the U.S. 
Postal team. Armstrong has 
denied the allegations and 
questioned Landis’ credibility. 
Armstrong won the Tour de 
France a record seven times 
from 1999-2005, an era that 
started after his recovery from 
testicular cancer that had 
spread to his lungs and brain. 
The SCA case involved three 


weeks of testimony from 
dozens of witnesses. Betsy 
Andreu claimed that days 
after Armstrong underwent 
brain surgery in 1996, he told 
a doctor he used the blood¬ 
boosting hormone EPO and 
other drugs. Frankie Andreu 
also gave similar testimony. 
Armstrong denied those 
claims and his lawyer released 
an affidavit from the doctor 
who led his chemotherapy 
treatments saying there is no 
medical record of any such 
admission. 

“I would have recorded such a 
confession as a matter of form, 
as indeed, would have my 
colleagues,” Dr. Craig Nichols 
said. “None was recorded.” 
Other allegations in the case 
included LeMond saying 
Armstrong threatened his life, 
a charge Armstrong dismissed 
as “ridiculous.” America’s top 
two cyclists have feuded for 
years. 

Federal investigators in 
Los Angeles also have 
sought records from several 
Armstrong associates, 

including LeMond and former 
teammate Tyler Hamilton. 
LeMond attorney Mark 
Handfelt said in an e-mail to 
The Associated Press that the 
request to his client was only 
for documents, not testimony. 
Hamilton’s attorney, Chris 
Manderson, confirmed a 
subpoena had been issued 
to his client, but declined to 
discuss the details. 

“Tyler would have preferred 
to stay out of this,” Manderson 
said. “He wants to concentrate 
on his training business 
and his own battle with

The blow severed Stingley’s 
fourth and fifth veterbrae and 
left the receiver paralyzed 
from the neck down. 

The two never met after the 
hit. Stingley died in 2007. 
Tatum was not penalized on 
the play and the NFL took 
no disciplinary action, but it 
did tighten its mles on violent 
hits. Despite Tatum’s failure 
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to show remorse, Hicks said 
Tatum was haunted by the 
play. 

“It was tough on him, too,” 
Hicks said. “He wasn’t 
the same person after that. 
For years he was almost a 
recluse.” 

Tatum had said he tried to visit 
Stingley at an Oakland hospital 
shortly after the collision but 
was turned away by Stingley’s 
family members. 

“It’s not so much that Darryl 
doesn’t want to, but it’s the 
people around him,” Tatum 
told the Oakland Tribune in 
2004. “So we haven’t been 
able to get through that. Every 
time we plan something, it 
gets messed up. Getting to him 
or him getting back to me, it 
never happens.” 

Part of the alienation came after 
Tatum wrote the 1980 book, 
“They Call Me Assassin,” in 
which he was unapologetic for 
his headhunting ways. 

In a statement, the Raiders 
said, “Jack was a true 
Raider champion and a true 
Raider warrior. ... Jack was 
the standard bearer and an 
inspiration for the position of 
safety throughout college and 
professional football.” 

After starring for Ohio State 
under coach Woody Hayes, 
Tatum was drafted in the first 
round by the Raiders in 1971. In 
nine seasons with the Raiders, 
Tatum started 106 of 120 
games with 30 interceptions 
and helped Oakland win the 
1976 Super Bowl. He played 
his final season with the 
Houston Oilers in 1980.Q

It was 
the designated hitter’s fifth 
straight hit. 

Blue Jays 9, Orioles 5 

At Toronto, Jose Bautista 


hit his major league-leading 
28th home run, and Aaron 
Hill and Adam Lind also 
connected as Toronto beat 
Baltimore for the 10th 
straight time. 

Hill hit a two-run homer in 
the fourth, and the Blue Jays 
smacked two more in the 
fifth. Bautista hit a three-run 
shot and Lind added a solo 
blast. Toronto leads baseball 
with 152 homers this season, 
including a league-high 37 in 
July. The Blue Jays also lead 
the majors with 82 homers 
in home games. 

White Sox 6, Mariners 1 
At Chicago, John Danks 
pitched eight solid innings 
to win his fourth consecutive 
start, helping Chicago 
beat Felix Hernandez and 
Seattle. 

Juan Pierre and Alexei 
Ramirez each had three 
hits for the White Sox, who 
kicked off a seven-game 
homestand with their season- 
high eighth consecutive 
victory at U.S. Cellular 
Field.

Aruba Refinery to restart in September 


SAN NICOLAS - Valero 
Energy Corp plans to restart 
its shut 235,000 barrel per 
day (bpd) Aruba refinery in 
September after completing 
an overhaul currently 
underway and if the plant 
can operate at a profit, Chief 
Executive Bill Klesse said in 
a statement this week. 

“When complete in 
September, this work will 
provide us the option to 
resume operations at the 
Aruba refinery if conditions 
are profitable and will 
enhance strategic alternatives 
for the refinery,” Klesse 
said. 

Valero Energy on Tuesday 
reported its first profitable 
quarter since early 2009, 
as it made more money 
refining diesel fuel and other 
products. America’s largest 
independent oil refiner earned 
$583 million, or $1.03 per 
share, in the second quarter. 
That compares with a loss of 
$254 million, or 48 cents per 
share, for the same quarter 
last year. 


Valero Energy Corp. reported 
higher margins on diesel 
fuel and other products like 
petrochemicals, asphalt and 
lube oils. Valero’s retail 
business posted a company 
record of $109 million in 
operating income during the 
quarter. 

Revenue rose 25 percent 
to $21.8 billion. Analysts 
had expected earnings of 71 
cents per share on revenue of 
$21.7 billion. 

“It’s great to be profitable 
again,” said Bill Klesse, 
chairman and CEO of the 
San Antonio refiner. 

Klesse said margins look 
“relatively good” so far in the 
third quarter, though they’re 
down from the previous 
quarter. He acknowledged 
that future results depend 
on the strength of the U.S. 
economic recovery. 

“Valero makes and sells 
fuels, so we need consumers 
to get back to work and the 
economy to grow faster,” he 
said.

American motorists are 
starting to return to the roads 
and pushed the country’s 
petroleum consumption about 
5 percent higher quarter- 
over-quarter, according to 
the Energy Information 
Administration. 

Refineries have struggled 
during the recession as 
millions of workers received 
pink slips and stayed 
home. Oil prices also shot 
up as traders used energy 
commodities as an investment 
tool. Refineries had a tough 
time passing on those higher 
costs to customers. 

Valero idled its Aruba refinery 
and sold off another plant in 
Delaware as it dealt with a 
string of quarterly losses. 
Klesse said the company may 
resume operations at its Aruba 
refinery in September 
In order to continue satisfying 


the nitrogen demand of 
refinery units and comply with 
quality, reliability and safety 
standards, Valero Aruba chose 
to build a new generation and 
distribution facility. With a 
vaporization capacity of 1.92 
MMSCFD, Valero Aruba’s 
new nitrogen facility will be a 
great benefit and asset of the 
Aruba refinery. 

The location for this new 
nitrogen facility will be on 
the available space North of 
C7AR and East of the DMAR 
unit and will be built on a 
fenced area of 147 by 131 ft. 
This project entails a capital 
investment of $ 1.8 million for 
the Valero Aruba Refinery. 
Local contractors, ALBO 
Aruba and CUSTOMS 
Contractors are the contractors 
involved in this civil phase of 
the project, while De Cuba 
Electrical Contractors will be 
involved with the electrical 



installation. The mechanical 
piping part of the project is in 
the design phase and will be 
ready in time to complete the 
project as scheduled.

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Eating the Crab before it eats You

Island life is beautiful, 
but when we need a change 
of pace, we love to travel 
back to the Chesapeake Bay, 
where Phyllis grew up. With 
family and friends, Phyllis 
and I enjoy eating the famous 
Maryland crabs smothered 
in spicy seasoning opened 
with wooden mallets and 
fingers. Yum! I always start 
by giving thanks for the many 
years Phyllis and I have spent 
safely sailing and SCUBA 
diving in the ocean and that 
we are eating the crabs, not 
them us. 

The Latin name for crab is 
‘cancer’. Cancer is a medical 
condition where a malignant 
tumor or growth caused when 
cells multiply uncontrollably, 
destroying healthy tissue. 
Cancer has surpassed heart 
disease as the top killer of 
Americans under 85. The 
good news is that deaths 
from both are falling, but 
improvement has been more 
dramatic for heart disease. 
Is there a link between heart 
disease and cancer? A third 
of all cancers are related to 
smoking, and another third 
are related to obesity, poor 
diets and lack of exercise, all 
factors that contribute to heart 
disease. 

Want to prevent becoming 
another cancer statistic? Many 
cancers are preventable. With 
some lifestyle changes you 
can drastically reduce your 
chances of contracting most 
cancers. 

Control your insulin 
levels to eliminate obesity. Eat 


according to your metabolic 
type and include antioxidants 
like vitamin C, E, and the B- 
complex in your supplement 
program. The potent anti¬ 
cancer effect of eating 
according to your blood type 
is very powerful. Make sure 
you are not in the two-thirds 
of the population who are 
overweight and maintain an 
ideal body weight. 

Controlling insulin 
levels is one of the most 
powerful ways to reduce 
your cancer risks. Only 25 
percent of people eat enough 
vegetables. Ideally,youshould 
be eating five portions of fresh, 
organic vegetables. However, 
fresh conventionally grown 
vegetables are healthier than 
no vegetables at all. Fresh 
frozen is next best, but skip 
the caned and process type. 
Boil, poach or steam your 
foods, rather than frying or 
charbroiling them 

Get appropriate 
amounts of exercise. One of 
the primary reasons exercise 
works is that it drives your 
insulin levels down. The 
easiest exercise is walking. 
Another great exercise is 
swimming; ocean water adds 
healing sea minerals and 
detoxification. Walking on 
the beach has a triple bonus. 
Walking on sand and the 
ensuing extra effort needed 
to walk briskly on sand 
quickly raises your heart 
rate to levels that exercise 
the cardiovascular system. 
Exercise should be something 
you enjoy doing, not a chore. 
Phyllis and I include dancing 


several times a week. 

Walking and 

swimming in the early 
morning and late afternoon 
avoids sunburn and provides 
a safer amount of sunlight. 
Safe amounts of sun exposure 
works primarily by optimizing 
your vitamin D levels and is 
a natural anti- viral remedy. 
Ideally, it would be best 
to monitor your vitamin D 
levels. Even those of us who 
have regular access to sun 
exposure are finding that they 
have lower than optimum 
vitamin D levels. Foods that 
contain vitamin D are oily 
fish, eggs and liver products. 
If you live up north, you can 
supplement with fish oils like 
Cod liver oil to help increase 
vitamin D levels. Be aware 
that not all Omega, fish oils 
are created equal. Make sure 
you use only high quality 
fish oils that are certified to 
be free of toxic heavy metals 
like mercury. 

Emotion or attitude causes 85 
percent of disease. It is likely 
that depression may be more 
important than all the other 
physical reasons listed here 
in helping prevent cancer. 
Energy psychology is one of 
the best approaches to get 
the juices flowing again and 
to pull us out of our funk. 
Incredibly, I end up having to 
prescribe going to the beach 
to patients who live in Aruba, 
and have taken the beauty and 
healing ability of our tropical 
sea for granted. 

Some visitors come to our 
beaches to relax and barely 
put down the cell phone or 


laptop. When was the last 
time you totally “unplugged” 
and connected with nature? 
EMF’s (Electrometric Fields) 
are a part of modem life, 
but interfere with our body 
energetically. Take a break in 
nature to reset and see how 
you feel. 

How much restful 
sleep do you get? Research 
shows that the immune system 
needs 9 1/2 hours of sleep in 
total darkness to recharge 
completely. Only by getting 
enough high-quality sleep 
do you boost your melatonin 
levels. The nighttime hormone 
melatonin puts breast cancer 
cells to sleep.

SAN ANTONIO - Master 
Sgt. Todd Nelson lost his right 
eye and ear in a flash when 
a car bomb in Afghanistan 
exploded, sending fire up his 
arm and over his head. 
Although it’s taken years of 
painstaking work, the military 
has given him a bright blue 
eye and ear lightly freckled 
and pinked from summer sun. 
They ’ re not flesh andblood, but 
the glass and silicon replicas 
are so realistic, so perfectly 
customized, that they’ve 
given Nelson something else: 
the ability to face the world 
without shocking it. 

“Honestly, people really don’t 
know it’s artificial,” said 
Nelson, whose injuries three 
years ago included third- 
degree bums, a skull fracture 
and broken jaw. “In casual 
social interactions, I see much 
smaller cases where people 
stare.” 

The wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan have brought 


a new kind of patient to the 
facial prothestics lab at the 
Lackland Air Force Base: 
wounded warriors, who have 
recently suffered heavy bums 
and multiple traumas. The 
lab is one of two major facial 
prosthetic programs in the 
Defense Department, and it 
has seen an unprecedented new 
stream of wounded soldiers. 
Before the wars, the 26-year- 
old lab’s patients were almost 
exclusively cancer and civilian 
trauma survivors, but “all of 
that prepared us for wartime, 
and that’s really why our 
department is here,” said lab 
director Dr. Joe Villalobos. 
The lab doesn’t track how 
many soldiers wounded from 
the war it’s treated. However, 
before the wars began in 
2001 and 2003, the facility 
rarely saw combat-related 
injuries — only an occasional 
Vietnam-era veteran looking 
for a new prostheses. Now, 
partly because the lab is across 
town from the Army’s only 
bum center, wounded warriors 



make up about one-fifth of the 
roughly 425 patients they treat 
each year. 

While the technology and 
capabilities at the lab are 
available in the civilian 
world, the Lackland lab has 
the expertise and resources to 
give soldiers the best possible 
care with little concern about 
the financial burdens that 
civilian trauma patients might 
face, he said. 

“Our goal is to give them the 
best of the best,” Villalobos 
said. “We’re going to give 
them the ideal treatment.” 
Patients at Lackland are treated 
with a combination of cutting- 
edge technology and carefully 
hand-hewed prostethics. 
Using specially designed 
computer equipment, 

technicians can turn an 
MRI into three-dimensional 
molds and create custom-fit 
pieces to replace missing jaw 
bones or sections of skull for 
implant. The lab has even 
done it remotely, creating a 
perfectly fitting replacement 
for one-third of a patient’s 
skull at a hospital in Balad, 
Iraq, Villalobos said. 

But sometimes, after patients 
have undergone life-saving 
surgeries and reconstmction 
work for basic functionality, 
aesthetics start to matter. 
Soldiers tire of stares and 
flashes of shock on the faces 
of people unaccustomed to 
severe burn injuries. 

“When your face is affected, 
you lose your identity,” said 
Villalobos. “We address that 
here.” 

Not everyone who loses an ear, 
eye or nose tip is interested in 
getting a new one. After the 
memory of what you used 
to look like begins to fade, 
“you start to accept who you 
are,” said Nelson, a 37-year- 
old Army mechanic from 
Evergreen, Colo. And because 
burn patients typically undergo 
dozens of surgeries (Nelson is 
at 43 and counting), many are 
simply too procedure-weary 
to seek prosthetic ears or 
noses. 

But Nelson said for him, “one 
of the things that bothered me 
the most aesthetically was the 
missing ear.” 

He knew getting a prosthetic 
right ear, sculpted to match 
his remaining ear on the left, 



wouldn’t make a functional 
difference. If anything, 
the prosthetic has slightly 
dampened noises. 

“It was for form, but I couldn’t 
help but want some of my 
form back,” said Nelson, who 
sometimes wears a hair piece 
to cover his burned scalp. 

To create prosthetic ears, the 
lab uses cameras that generate 
3-D images for technicians to 
make molds. While adhesive 
can be used to keep prosthetic 
ears in place, younger patients 
like Nelson often opt for 
titanium implants that allow 
the prosthetic to magnet on. 
When a patient has one ear 


remaining, a mirror-image 
ear is created. Two missing 
ears are more difficult, said 
Villalobos, but the lab has 
created ears using family 
members as models. 

One soldier wanted his father’s 
ears, so the lab took images 
and created versions that 
were smaller and less wrinkly 
to make sure the prosthetic 
versions were right for the 
soldier’s age, Villalobos said. 
“It’s easier to create a second 
ear if they have one already, 
but if someone comes in and 
says 6 1 want Clint Eastwood 
ears,’ we can do that,” he said, 
grinning. □

Public confidence in Congress 
has plummeted to the lowest 
level of any institution since 
Gallup began asking the 
question in 1973. One-half of 
all Americans have little or no 
confidence in the Congress. 
Only 11 percent have a 
“great deal” or “a lot of’ 
confidence in what is, given 
its place of primacy in the 
Constitution, the first branch 
of government and the branch 
most representative of the 
people. 

The house of such giants 
as Daniel Webster, Henry 


Will Opposing Dems Be Enough lor GOP This Year?

Beltway insiders have asked for months 
whether Republicans must do more than oppose 
Democrats to win back power. 

“Just say no” has historically sufficed. 
Democrats’ offered no grand vision statement 
when they recaptured the House in 2006. 

But Republicans are not taking their chances. 
The Contract with America’s sequel is coming 
soon. It’s debut, like the original, is expected in 
September. In truth, waves are waves regardless 
of these public relations events. The Contract 
with America typifies the sort of campaign 
news that consumes operatives and reporters 
but only matters on the margin - if at all. 
Polling cannot prove whether the 1994 contract 
helped win any seats. Indeed, only slightly 
more than a third of adults said they heard 
of the contract in 1994. That’s before and 
after Election Day, according to Gallup. And 
within that minority, the contract won as many 
detractors as supporters. 

Yet the case against mimicking the contract is 
even weaker. Critics question the wisdom of 
providing any alternative vision. Democrats 
fear a referendum on their majority. They want 
a “choice election.” And a Republican plan 
would clarify that choice. 

But 1994 rebuts this critique. Democrats 
spent millions on advertising that assailed the 
contract. Bill Clinton sought to nationalize the 
campaign as a choice between his programs 
and Reaganism. 

Clinton pollster Stan Greenberg thought that 
choice would “energize prospective Democratic 
voters.” In a memo leaked to reporters at the 
time, Greenberg painted Democrats as the 
party “of ordinary people.” Republicans, he 
wrote, “want to go back to the Reagan policies 
of tax cuts for the wealthy, exploding deficits, 
and cuts in Medicare.” 

Replace Bush with Reagan. This sounds like 
the modem Democratic critique. But Reagan 
was a popular president. And the GOP had not 
controlled the House for four decades. 

This is the best case for a contract 2.0. 
Democrats’ numbers have plummeted. But 
Republicans have not recovered. Only 35 


percent of Americans had a favorable view 
of Republicans in mid November 2006. 
Republicans entered this summer only one 
point more popular, according Gallup. Notably, 
in 1994, both parties enjoyed a more positive 
than negative rating. 

What we have today is a failure at courtship. 
It’s the mirror dynamic of2006. The big middle 
separated from Republicans four years ago. 
But they did not marry the other guy. Polling 
found independents sour on Republicans but 
no sweeter on Democrats. Today, the middle’s 
relationship with Democrats has soured. And 
Republicans are positioned for a second chance 
because they are not Democrats. 

“Very few Americans are embracing the 
Republican Party. Rather they are rejecting the 
Democrats. And the GOP needs to understand 
that at their core,” said Republican pollster 
Frank Luntz, one of several key strategists 
behind the Contract with America. This is why 
Luntz believes a new contract “is absolutely 
necessary.” 

“To distinguish between the two political a party 
requires something more than opposition,” 
Luntz added. 

Luntz, like so many Republicans, recently 
cringed at the sight of one GOP leader’s inability 
to meet that bar. Texas Rep. Pete Sessions 
heads the GOP’s House election committee. 
But Sessions found himself unable to explain 
what would distinguish a Republican House 
from a Democratic House on NBC’s “Meet the 
Press.” 

“Name a painful choice that Republicans are 
prepared to say we ought to make,” host David 
Gregory asked. 

Sessions said his party would “look at all that 
we are spending in Washington.” Then Sessions 
pitched the usual tropes. Big government bad. 
Free enterprise good. 

“These are not specifics,” Gregory replied. 
Sessions continued to avoid specifics. 

“It was frightening to watch,” Luntz said. 

A new contract could help avoid such incidents. 
But even the most pitch-perfect vision statement 
will not dramatically boost Republicans’ vote 
on Election Day. Q 


Clay, John C. Calhoun and 
Henry Cabot Lodge, the 
greatest legislative body in 
the world that was home to 
John F. Kennedy’s “Profiles 
in Courage” who decided the 
questions of war and peace, 
Reconstruction and civil 
rights is now looked upon 
with pervasive mistrust. 

Of the 16 major institutions of 
which the question was asked, 
Congress’ closest competitor 
for the least trusted was 
HMOs. 

And this poll was taken after 
President Obama achieved 
what is being hailed by his 
party as the greatest legislative 
accomplishment since 

Medicare and Social Security. 
Not only is this bad news for 
the Democratic Party this fall, 
it is reflective of the disdain 
if not contempt in which the 
nation’s political class is held 
by those they govern. Three 
times as many Americans have 
confidence in the Supreme 
Court as have in Congress. 
And though Obama has been 
through a rough patch, three 
times as many Americans 
retain confidence in his office 
as have confidence in the 
Congress. 

Even when Bush was at his 
nadir, in 2008, 26 percent 
professed a high level of 
confidence in the presidency, 
more than twice those who 
today have confidence in the 
institution led by Nancy Pelosi 
and Harry Reid. 

This would also seem to be 
bad news for democracy, 
as the closest competitor to 
Congress in public disregard 
was the 2008 Congress that 
enjoyed the trust of only one 
in eight Americans. 

But the poll reveals even more 
about us as a people. 

Only three institutions of the 
16 have the solid confidence 
of the nation with more than 
50 percent saying they have 
high confidence or a lot 
of confidence in them: the 
military at 76 percent, down 
from 82 percent a year ago, 
small business at 66 percent 
and the police at 58 percent. 
All three institutions tend to be 
male-dominated, conservative 
and hierarchical. 

Two of the three feature men 
with guns — the soldiers, 
sailors, Marines and airmen 


who defend us from foreign 
enemies, and the thin blue 
line that defends us from the 
predators at home. 

Americans have a far greater 
appreciation of those who 
risk their lives to defend our 
country than for those who 
write its laws. 

When one recalls how the 
military and police were 
regarded in the 1960s, the 
former being trashed for “the 
dirty and immoral war” in 
Vietnam, and the latter being 
called “racists” and “pigs” for 
battling campus radicals and 
urban rioters, what a difference 
a few decades can make. 

What these surveys suggest is 
that the New Left of the 1960s 
was and is over-represented 
in the media depictions of 
that era. Some baby boomers 
were indeed in the mud at 
Woodstock. 

But others were in the mud 
at Khe Sanh. And large 
majorities of baby boomers 
helped deliver to Ronald 
Reagan his historic landslides 
in 1980 and 1984. 

Half of all Americans yet 
retain confidence in organized 
religion, an institution not 
wildly popular with our 
cultural and media elites. Yet, 
the churches retain twice the 
level of confidence of the 
newspapers, and more than 
twice the level of confidence 
of television news, which 
ranks just below “the banks” 
at 22 percent. 

This explains why the public 
is less enthusiastic than the 
press about enacting “shield 
laws” to protect journalists’ 
sources. 

While the number of those 
having a high measure of 
confidence in the medical 
system has risen from 36 
percent to 40 percent during 
this year of debate on health 
care, confidence in the public 
schools fell from 38 percent to 
34 percent. Despite immense 
infusions of federal cash, 
the public schools are still 
bleeding public esteem. 

As for Big Business, 
confidence there is not one- 
third that of small business. 
Washington, Wall Street, 
New York — our media and 
financial capital — and the 
Business Roundtable are not 
beloved. □

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Police find 
corpses of 8 
newborns in 
French home

PARIS (AP) — A French 
couple was in custody 
Wednesday after police found 
the corpses of eight newborn 
babies in a village in northern 
France, a judicial official 
said. 

The official said the detained 
couple, in their mid-40s, were 
the parents of the dead babies, 
and that the corpses were 
found on two different parts 
of their property in Villers-au- 
Tertre, not far from the city of 
Lille. 

The official was not authorized 
to be publicly identified 
because the investigation is 
under way. 

Police cordoned off the house 
with yellow-and-black tape 
and continued to search the 
area Wednesday. The house 
stood with doors and windows 
shuttered Wednesday night. 
The prosecutor for the Nord 
region is planning a news 
conference on Thursday. 
France has seen a string 
of cases in recent years of 
mothers killing their newborns 
and saving and hiding the 
corpses. 

In one case, Celine Lesage was 
sentenced in March to 15 years 
in prison after acknowledging 
in court that she killed six of 
her newborns, whose corpses 
were found in plastic bags in 
her basement in northwest 
France. 

Another Frenchwoman, 
Veronique Courjault, was 
convicted last year of 
murdering three of her 
newborn children. □

Judge blocks parts of Az. Immigration law

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152 die as plane 
crashes in rainy 
Pakistan hills

ISLAMABAD (AP) — A passenger jet that officials suspect 
veered off course in monsoon rains and thick clouds crashed 
into hills overlooking Pakistan’s capital Wednesday, killing all 
152 people on board and scattering body parts and twisted metal 
far and wide. 

The Airblue jet’s crash was the deadliest ever in Pakistan, and 
just the latest tragedy to jolt a country that has suffered numerous 
deaths in recent years due to al-Qaida and Taliban attacks. At 
least two U.S. citizens were on the plane, which carried mostly 
Pakistanis. 

The plane left the southern city of Karachi at 7:45 a.m. for a 
two-hour flight to Islamabad and was trying to land when it 
lost contact with the control tower, said Pervez George, a civil 
aviation official. Airblue is a private airline based in Karachi,

The aircraft, an Airbus A321, crashed some 15 kilometers from 
the airport, scorching a wide stretch of the Margalla Hills, 
including a section behind Faisal Mosque, one of Islamabad’s 
most prominent landmarks. Twisted metal wreckage hung from 
trees and lay scattered across the ground. Smoke rose from the 
scene as helicopters hovered.

Republican Gov. Jan Brewer 
said the state likely will appeal 
the ruling and seek to get the 
judge’s order overturned. 

For now, opponents of the 
law have prevailed: The 
provisions that most angered 
opponents will not take 
effect, including sections that 
required officers to check a 
person’s immigration status 
while enforcing other laws. 
The judge also delayed parts 
of the law that required 
immigrants to carry theirpapers 
at all times and made it illegal 
for undocumented workers to 
solicit employment in public 
places — a move aimed at 
day laborers. In addition, the 
judge blocked officers from 
making warrantless arrests of 
suspected illegal immigrants. 
“Requiring Arizona law 
enforcement officials and 
agencies to determine the 
immigration status of every 
person who is arrested burdens 
lawfully present aliens because 
their liberty will be restricted 
while their status is checked,” 
Bolton said in her decision. 
She said the controversial 
sections should be put on hold 
until the courts resolve the 
issues. Other provisions of 
the law, many of them slight 
revisions to existing Arizona 
immigration statute, will 
go into effect at 12:01 a.m. 
Thursday. 

The law was signed by Brewer 
in April and immediately 
revived the national debate on 
immigration, making it a hot- 
button issue in the midterm 
elections. The law has inspired 
similar action elsewhere, 
prompted a boycott against 
Arizona and led an unknown 
number of illegal immigrants 
to leave the state. 

Lawyers for the state contend 
the law was a constitutionally 


sound attempt by Arizona to 
assist federal immigration 
agents and lessen border 
woes such as the heavy costs 
for educating, jailing and 
providing health care for 
illegal immigrants. Arizona is 
the busiest gateway into the 
country for illegal immigrants, 
and the state’s border with 
Mexico is awash in drugs and 
smugglers that authorities 
badly want to stop. 

“It’s a temporary bump in the 
road, we will move forward, 
and I’m sure that after 
consultation with our counsel 
we will appeal,” Brewer 
told The Associated Press. 
“The bottom line is we’ve 
known all along that it is the 
responsibility of the feds and 
they haven’t done their job so 
we were going to help them do 
that.” 

The ruling came just as 
police were making last- 
minute preparations to begin 
enforcement of the law and 
protesters were planning large 
demonstrations against the 
measure. At least one group 
planned to block access to 
federal offices, daring officers 
to ask them about their 
immigration status. 

In a sign of the international 
interest in the law, about 100 
protesters in Mexico City 
who had gathered in front of 
the U.S. Embassy broke into 
cheers when speakers told 
them about the federal judge’s 
ruling. The demonstrators had 
been monitoring the news on a 
laptop computer on the stage. 
The crowd clapped and started 
chanting, “Migrants, hang on, 
the people are rising up!” 
Gisela and Eduardo Diaz went 
to the Mexican consulate 
in Phoenix on Wednesday 
seeking advice because they 
were worried about what 
would happen to their 3-year- 
old granddaughter if they 


were pulled over by police and 
taken to a detention center. 

“I knew the judge would say 
that part of the law was just not 
right,” said Diaz, a 50-year-old 
from Mexico City who came 
to Arizona on a since-expired 
tourist visa in 1989. “It’s the 
part we were worried about. 
This is a big relief for us.” 
Opponents argued the 
law would lead to racial 
profiling, conflict with federal 
immigration law and distract 
local police from fighting 
more serious crimes. The U.S. 
Justice Department, civil rights 
groups and a Phoenix police 
officer had asked the judge for 
an injunction to prevent the 
law from being enforced. 
“There is a substantial 
likelihood that officers will 
wrongfully arrest legal 
resident aliens under the new 
(law),” Bolton ruled. 

Federal authorities have 
argued that letting the Arizona 
law stand would create a 
patchwork of immigration 
laws nationwide that would 
needlessly complicate the 
foreign relations. Federal 
lawyers said the law is 
disrupting U.S. relations with 
Mexico and other countries 
and would burden the agency 
that responds to immigration- 
status inquiries. 

The core of the government’s 
case is that federal immigration 
law trumps state law — an 
issue known as “pre-emption” 
in legal circles. 

The judge pointed out five 
portions of the law where 
she believed the federal 
government would likely 
succeed on its claims that U.S. 
law supersedes state law. 
“Even though Arizona’s 
interests may be consistent 
with those of the federal 
government, it is not in the 
public interest for Arizona to 
enforce pre-empted laws,” 
Bolton wrote. □

The exact cause of the crash 
was not immediately clear, 
and rescue workers were 
seeking the “black box” 
flight data recorder amid 
the wreckage. But Defense 
Minister Chaudhry Ahmed 
Mukhtar said the government 
did not suspect terrorism. 
Rescue workers and citizen 
volunteers were hampered 
by the rain, mud and rugged 
terrain. The crash was so 
severe it would have been 
nearly impossible for any of 
the 146 passengers and six 
crew members to survive, 
rescue officials said. 

“There is nothing left, just piles 
and bundles of flesh. There are 
just some belongings, like two 
or three traveling bags, some 
checkbooks, and I saw a picture 
of a young boy. Otherwise 
everything is burned,” rescue 
worker Murtaza Khan said. 

As the government declared 
Thursday would be a day of 
mourning and condolences 
poured in from the U.S., 
Britain and other nations, 
hundreds of people showed up 
at Islamabad’s largest hospital 


and the airport seeking 
information on loved ones. 
They swarmed ambulances 
reaching the hospital, but their 
hopes fell as rescue workers 
unloaded bags filled with body 
parts. A large cluster of people 
also surrounded a passenger 
list posted near the Airblue 
counter at the airport. 

“We don’t know who survived, 
who died, who is injured,” said 
Zulfikar Ghazi, who lost four 
relatives. “We are in shock.” 
Mirza Ahmed Baig rushed to 
the hills after hearing that the 
plane carrying his brother had 
crashed. He wept amid the 
chilly weather, criticizing the 
rescue effort as too little and 
too lax. 

“I’m not satisfied at all on 
the steps the government is 
taking,” Baig said. 

As of Wednesday night, when 
rescue work was suspended 
till the morning, 115 bodies 
had been recovered, federal 
Information Minister Qamar 
Zaman Kaira said. DNA tests 
would be needed to identify 
most of them, he said. 

U.S. Embassy spokesman 
Richard Snelsire confirmed 
that at least two American 


citizens were on board, but he 
declined to provide any further 
information on their identities 
or links to Pakistan. 

Witnesses said the plane 
appeared to be flying very low 
and that it seemed unsteady in 
the air. 

“The plane had lost balance, 
and then we saw it going 
down,” Saqlain Altaf, who 
was on a family outing in the 
hills when the crash occurred, 
told Pakistan’s ARY news 
channel. 

The Pakistan Airline Pilot 
Association said the plane 
may have strayed off course, 
possibly because of the poor 
weather. Several officials 
noted the plane seemed to be 
an unusual distance from the 
airport, which was some 9 1/2 
miles (15 kilometers) away. 

“It should not have gone so 
far,” said Air Vice Marshal 
Riazul Haq, deputy chief of 
the Civil Aviation Authority. 
“We want to find out why it 
did.” 

Raheel Ahmed, a spokesman 
for the airline, said the 
cause of the crash would be 
investigated. The plane had 
no known technical issues, 
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and the pilots did not send any 
emergency signals, Ahmed 
said. Airblue flies within 
Pakistan and to the United 
Arab Emirates, Oman and the 
United Kingdom. 

Airbus said it would provide 
technical assistance to the 
crash investigators. The 
aircraft was initially delivered 
in 2000, and was leased to 
Airblue in January 2006. It 
accumulated about 34,000 
flight hours during some 
13,500 flights, it said. 

The only previous recorded 
accident for Airblue, a carrier 
that began flying in 2004, was 
a tail-strike in May 2008 at 
Quetta airport by one of the 
airline’s Airbus 321 jets. There 
were no casualties and damage 
was minimal, according to the 
U.S.-based Aviation Safety 
Network. 


Other Pakistani airlines have 
come under international 
scrutiny due to safety 
concerns. 

In 2007, the European Union 
temporarily banned flights 
in its airspace of most of the 
aircraft operated by Pakistan’s 
national carrier, Pakistan 
International Airlines, because 
of concerns over the age of the 
aircraft and poor maintenance. 
The bloc lifted the ban later 
that year after the airline took 
action to comply with safety 
standards. 

The last major plane crash 
in Pakistan was in July 2006 
when a Fokker F-27 twin- 
engine aircraft operated by 
PIA slammed into a wheat 
field on the outskirts of the 
central Pakistani city of 
Multan, killing all 45 people 
on board. □

BEIJING (AP) — Floods 
caused by heavy rains in 
northeastern China stranded 
tens of thousands of residents 
without power Wednesday, 
as the worst flooding in more 
than a decade continued to 
besiege many areas of the 


country. 

Floods this year have killed 
at least 928 people with 477 
missing and caused tens of 
billions of dollars in damage, 
the State Flood Control and 
Drought Prevention office 
reported. 

More heavy rains were 
expected for the southeast, 


Associated Press 
southwest and northeast 
parts of the country through 
Thursday. 

About 30,000 residents 
in Kouqian town were 
trapped in their homes after 
torrential rains drenched 
the northeastern province 
of Jilin on Wednesday, the 
official Xinhua News Agency 
reported. Water began 
flooding the town after the 
nearby Xingshan Reservoir 
and the Wende and Songhua 
rivers overflowed and rescue 
crews were delivering 
supplies by boat and moving 
people to higher ground, state 
television reported. 

Flooding has hit areas all over 
China. Thousands of workers

sandbagged riverbanks 
and checked reservoirs in 
preparation for potential 
floods expected to flow from 
the swollen Yangtze and Han 
rivers, an official with the 
Yangtze Water Resources 
Commission said Wednesday. 
He gave only his surname, 
Zhang, as is common with 
Chinese officials. 

“Right now, the Han river 
in Hubei province is on the 
verge breaching warning 
levels,” Zhang said. 

The Han is expected to rise 
this week to its highest level 
in two decades, Xinhua 
reported. The flood threat was 
greater than usual because 
the Yangtze, into which the 
Han flows, was also reaching 
peak levels, it said. 

Workers were prepared 
to blast holes in the Han 
embankment to divert flood 
waters into a low-lying area 
of farms and fish ponds, from 
which more than 5,000 people 
were evacuated, Xinhua said. 
Although China experiences 
heavy rains every summer, 
flooding this year is the worst 
in more than a decade because 
the flood-prone Yangtze 
River Basin has seen 15 
percent more rain than in an 
average year, Duan Yihong, 
director of the National 
Meteorological Center, said 
in a transcript of an interview 
Wednesday posted on the 
Xinhua website. 

“Rains should begin to slow 
down in August, but it is hard 


to predict now what exactly 
will happen, said Duan. “We 
have to be vigilant and closely 
monitor the weather ... do a 
better job of forecasting.” 
Thousands of rescuers 
in central China’s Henan 
province searched for 
survivors Wednesday after 
a bridge collapsed from 
heaving flooding in the Yi 
River over the weekend, 
killing 37 people with 29 
missing, Xinhua reported. 
Floods have also put China’s 
massive Three Gorges Dam 
to the test. On Wednesday 
morning, the dam’s water flow 
reached 1.96 million cubic 
feet (56,000 cubic meters) 
per second, the biggest peak 
flow this year, with the water 
level reaching 518 feet (158 
meters), Xinhua said, about 
10 percent less than the dam’s 
maximum capacity. 

Chinese officials have for 
years boasted the dam, the 
world’s largest hydroelectric 
project, would end centuries 
of devastating floods along 
the Yangtze. 

Around China, a total of 
875,000 homes have been 
destroyed, 9.61 million people 
evacuated, and 22 million 
acres (8.76 million hectares) 
of crops ruined in this year’s 
flooding, according to the 
state flood control office. 
China’s worst flooding in 
recent years occurred in 
1998, when 4,150 people 
were killed, most along the 
Yangtze.

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Dow ends 4-day win streak 
on Fed economic report

NEW YORK - Investors 
cashed in some of their 
recent gains Wednesday after 
the Federal Reserve gave 
them more confirmation that 
the economic recovery is 
slowing. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average fell almost 40 
points after the Fed released 
its regional survey of the 
economy, a report known as 
the “beige book.” The Fed said 
economic growth has been 
steady during the summer in 
Cleveland and Kansas City, 
but has slowed in Atlanta and 
Chicago. 

The central bank described 
economic activity elsewhere 
as modest. 

The report had some sobering 
news about manufacturing, 
which had been one of the 
strongest parts of the economy. 
While manufacturing 

expanded in most of the 
Fed’s 12 regions, about half 
— New York, Cleveland, 
Kansas City, Chicago, Atlanta 
and Richmond — said 
manufacturing had “slowed” 


or “leveled off.” 

Investors weren’t surprised by 
the Fed report, but they also 
didn’t like hearing their own 
downbeat assessment of the 
economy confirmed by the 
central bank. 

“It does reiterate that the 
economy is not bouncing 
back as much as we would 
hope,” Ryan Detrick, senior 
technical strategist chairman 
of Schaeffer’s Investment 
Research, said of the beige 
book. 

But Detrick also said the 
report gave investors an 
excuse to cash in some of 
their gains from the market’s 
rally late last week and early 
this week. The Dow rose 
almost 420 points in four days 
as investors bought stocks in 
response to companies’ strong 
second-quarter earnings and 
upbeat forecasts for the rest of 
the year. 

The Fed survey followed a 
disappointing Commerce 
Department durable goods 
orders report early in the day. 
Orders for durable goods, 
which are expected to last at 
least three years, fell 1 percent 


in June. Economists expected 
a 1 percent gain. 

Investors have been trying 
in recent weeks to balance 
strong earnings and corporate 
outlooks with economic data 
that isn’t as encouraging. A 
larger-than-expected drop in 
consumer confidence Tuesday 
helped push stocks mostly 
lower although another batch 
of robust earnings reports 
came out. 

The Dow fell 39.81, or 0.4 
percent, to 10,497.88. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
fell 7.71, or 0.7 percent, to 
1,106.13, while the Nasdaq 
composite index fell 23.69, or 
1 percent, to 2,264.56. 

Two stocks fell for every 
one that rose on the New 
York Stock Exchange, where 
volume came to 1 billion 
shares. Volume has been light 
even by summer standards, 
which has added to the day-to- 
day volatility. Many investors 
have been staying out of the 
market while they try to get 
a clearer sense of how the 
economy is faring. 

Treasury prices, which get 
a boost from bad economic 
news, rose after the beige 
book was released. That sent 
interest rates lower. The yield 
on the 10-year Treasury note, 
which moves opposite its 
price, fell to 3 percent from 
3.05 percent compared with 
late Tuesday. That yield helps 
set interest rates on mortgages 
and other consumer loans. 
David Hefty, CEO of 
Cornerstone Wealth 

Management, said many 
investors are waiting for the 
government’s report on gross 
domestic product, the broadest 
measure of how the economy 
is doing, before making any 
big investing moves.Q

Obama pushes business bill 
as an all-American goal

EDISON, N.J. - President Barack Obama on Wednesday cast his 
latest economic pitch as a matter of patriotism, urging the Senate 
to ditch its partisan mode at least long enough to pass a package of 
tax cuts and loan relief for small businesses. “This is as American 
as apple pie,” the president said. 

On his way to his own political activity — two high-dollar 
fundraisers for Democrats — Obama sought his own classic 
American setting. He ate a meat-stacked sandwich and then spoke 
at the Tastee Sub Shop, a tiny one-story building meant to serve 
as the essence of the American small business. 

In Washington, Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid was hoping to 
schedule a Senate vote on the small business bill for Wednesday 
evening, though he would need Republican support for a vote that 
soon. Republican leaders said they would like the opportunity to 
offer amendments to the measure. 

“Surely, Democrats and Republicans ought to be able to agree 
on this bill,” Obama said despite the consistent lack of any such 
consensus on Capitol Hill. Obama said he told Republican leaders 
at the White House a day earlier that key elements of the bill are 
ones that the GOP has supported for years. 

“Helping small businesses, cutting taxes, making credit available,” 
Obama said from a presidential lectern that had been brought into 
the restaurant. “This is as American as apple pie. Small businesses 
are the backbone of our economy. They are central to our identity 
as a nation. They are going to lead this recovery.” The bill in 
question is designed to help small businesses get the capital they 
need to buy equipment, hire workers and expand their operations. 
Obama took the opportunity to recite the stories of local business 
owners and tout his efforts to help them before acknowledging 
that more government help is needed. A short time earlier, Obama 
stepped up to the counter and ordered a “Super Sub,” which is 
packed with a variety of sandwich meats. The president begged 
off on getting the 12-inch version, noting that he is about to turn 
49 and needs to go for a sandwich one-half the size. 

The business message was but a stop on Obama’s broader mission 
on Wednesday. He was stepping up his fundraising efforts as the 
midterm elections draw closer and Democrats need money to 
battle a Republican Party energized in part by voter concern over 
government spending and regulations.□

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DC pushes female condoms to fight HIV epidemic

WASHINGTON - Charlene 
Cotton will talk to anyone 
about sex. Several days a 
week she stands behind a 
table decorated with a bowl 
of flavored condoms and 
safer sex pamphlets, calling to 
women passing on the street, 
“Come check out my table. 
Don’t be scared.” 

She asks: “Have you heard of 
the female condom?” Then, 
to show how it works, she 
picks up her demonstration kit 
— a condom and anatomical 
models. 

It’s a seemingly awkward 
conversation to have on a 
city street, but Cotton isn’t 
embarrassed. She’s part of 
a citywide effort to promote 
female condoms in the hope 
they can help stop the spread 
of HIV in Washington, which 
has one of the highest infection 
rates in the country. 
Community groups are 
handing out 500,000 of the 
female condoms, flexible 
pouches that are wider than 
a male condom but similar 
in length, during instruction 
sessions at beauty salons, 
barber shops, churches and 
restaurants. 

CVS is selling them in all 


its District of Columbia 
drugstores — though sales 
so far are slow — making 
Washington the only place 
where people can get them 
outside a health clinic or 
community group. And city 
officials are starting another 
promotion: a website and 
posters on 460 buses, about a 
third of the city’s fleet. 

The ads, which feature a 
cuddling couple, a female 
condom package and the 
words “Get turned on to it,” 
will run for three months 
and again in the spring. “The 
female condom with pleasure 
points for her and him — to 
tease, please and protect. Go 
on, give it a try,” the ad urges. 
“Everybody is doing a full- 
court press,” said Mary 
Ann Leeper, who heads the 
introduction of the condom 
in the U.S. for Female Health 
Co. of Chicago, the sole 
manufacturer. 

The question is if better 
access means women will use 
the condoms. It’s a crucial 
question in Washington, 
where a 2009 study found 
about 3 percent of the city’s 
population over the age of 12 
has HIV or AIDS. That’s a 
severe epidemic, according to 
the federal Centers for Disease 


Control and Prevention, 
which considers an epidemic 
“severe” when more than 
1 percent of residents are 
affected. 

After the study’s release, the 
city’s health department came 
up with the female condom 
outreach plan and The MAC 
AIDS fund gave a $500,000 
grant to get it started. Five 
community groups are now 
participating in outreach. 

The city isn’t the first to 
distribute female condoms, but 
its campaign is the broadest. 
New York City has been 
giving out female condoms 
since 1998, and community 
groups there gave away some 
930,000 last year. But only an 
older version of the condom 
is sold in a few stores outside 
Washington. 

The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration approved 
female condoms in 1993, 
though they have never been 
widely available in the U.S. 
keeper estimates that only 1 
percent or 2 percent have tried 
them. 

That’s in part because the 
original version wasn’t 
popular. Users complained 
about the price, about $3.60 for 
a single condom. Others said 
the material, polyurethane, 
reminded them of a doctor’s 
examination glove and 
sounded like a plastic bag 
crinkling when used. 

About a year ago, however, 
the FDA approved a new 
version of the condom called 
the FC2. Made of a synthetic 
material called nitrile, it is 
less expensive — about $2 
each — and not noisy. 

Still, it is more expensive than 
a traditional male condom, 
and many women seeing it for 
the first time are intimidated 
by its size or uncomfortable 
with the idea of inserting it. 
Advocates are trying to help 
women get over the hurdle 
of, “You want me to put what, 
where?” 

Their pitch goes like this: A 


female condom is as effective 
as male condoms in preventing 
pregnancy, HIV and sexually 
transmitted diseases — and 
because a female condom 
covers more area, it may 
provide broader protection. It 
can also be inserted up to eight 
hours before intercourse. And, 
most importantly, it allows 
a woman to be in control of 
whether protection is used. 
“We’re hoping that this will 
just be part of their arsenal,” 
said Dr. Nnemdi Kamanu Elias 
of the district’s Department 
of Health, who is overseeing 
the part of the department 
that deals with HIV/AIDS 
and sexually transmitted 
diseases. “It’s something they 
themselves can initiate and 
they themselves have control 
over.” Theresa Exner, a 
research scientist who has done 
work on the female condom, 
said officials have a tough 
but not insurmountable task. 
Using the female condom can 
be tricky, but studies suggest 
that promoting the female 
condom alongside the male 
condom increases overall use. 
“There’s all kinds of positive 
aspects of the female condom. 
The trick is educating people 
sufficiently that people can feel 
confident that it’s something

they can use,” said Exner, 
who works at the HIV Center 
for Clinical and Behavioral 
Studies at the New York 
State Psychiatric Institute and 
Columbia University. 
Charlene Cotton, the condom 
demonstrator, said the first 
step is helping people become 
more familiar with the 
condoms. She demonstrates 
how to insert the condom and 
has people feel and hold it. 
She gives each woman three 
and does her demonstration 
for men, too. 

Nikita Fletcher, 39, who 
watched Cotton’s presentation 
recently, said he’d be open 
to having his partner use the 
condom, but he isn’t sure 
about his buddies. 

“Men are intimidated by trying 
new things, particularly things 
we don’t have control of,” he 
said. 

Jamika Roundtree, 24, who 
also watched the presentation 
and left with three condoms, 
said she was willing to 
experiment. A few days 
later she reported the female 
condom didn’t irritate her 
body like latex condoms and 
was easy to use. 

“It’s better than any other 
condom I’ve used yet,” she 
said. Q

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PlanMon, base of ocean food wob, in big decline

WASHINGTON - Despite 
their tiny size, plant plankton 
found in the world’s oceans 
are crucial to much of life on 
Earth. They are the foundation 
of the bountiful marine food 
web, produce half the world’s 
oxygen and suck up harmful 
carbon dioxide. 

And they are declining 
sharply. 

Worldwide phytoplankton 
levels are down 40 percent 
since the 1950s, according to a 
study published Wednesday in 
the journal Nature. The likely 
cause is global warming, 
which makes it hard for the 
plant plankton to get vital 
nutrients, researchers say. 

The numbers are both 
staggering and disturbing, say 
the Canadian scientists who 
did the study and a top U.S. 
government scientist. 

“It’s concerning because 
phytoplankton is the basic 
currency for everything 
going on in the ocean,” said 
Dalhousie University biology 
professor Boris Worm, a study 
co-author. “It’s almost like 
a recession ... that has been 
going on for decades.” 

Half a million datapoints 


dating to 1899 show that plant 
plankton levels in nearly all of 
the world’s oceans started to 
drop in the 1950s. The biggest 
changes are in the Arctic, 
southern and equatorial 
Atlantic and equatorial Pacific 
oceans. Only the Indian Ocean 
is not showing a decline. The 
study’s authors said it’s too 
early to say that plant plankton 
is on the verge of vanishing. 
Virginia Burkett, the chief 
climate change scientist for 
U.S. Geological Survey, 
said the plankton numbers 
are worrisome and show 
problems that can’t be seen 
just by watching bigger more 
charismatic species like 
dolphins or whales. 

“These tiny species are 
indicating that large- 
scale changes in the ocean 
are affecting the primary 
productivity of the planet,” 
said Burkett, who wasn’t 
involved in the study. 

When plant plankton plummet 
— like they do during El Nino 
climate cycles_ sea birds and 
marine mammals starve and 
die in huge numbers, experts 
said. 

“Phytoplankton ultimately 
affects all of us in our daily 
lives,” said lead author Daniel 


EU clears six types of GIVI 
maize for animal feed 


BRUSSELS - European 
regulators authorised on 
Wednesday the import of six 
types of genetically-modified 
maize for use in animal feed 
after governments were 
deadlocked over whether to 
ban or approve them. 

The European Union has 
been divided for years over 
genetically-modified foods 
and the European Commission 
has proposed new rules aiming 
to break an impasse that has 
severely limited the cultivation 
of such crops. 

Agriculture ministers meeting 
last month in Luxembourg 
were unable to reach a 
qualified majority on maize 
from US biotech firms 
Monsanto and Pioneer, and 
Swiss company Syngenta to 
be used for feeding animals, 
not cultivation. 

Under European Union rules, 
the decision was passed on to 


the European Commission, 
which gave the six maize types 
the green light because they 
were scientifically sound, a 
commission spokesman said. 
Two weeks ago, the EU’s 
executive arm proposed 
new rules that would give 
individual EU states the 
ultimate power to ban or grow 
genetically-modified crops. 
“One of the reasons that the 
commission came up with its 
proposals a few weeks ago 
to change the whole system 
was to get past the deadlock,” 
Roger Waite, a commission 
spokesman for agriculture, 
told a news briefing. 

“The hope is that the new rules 
that will apply will get past this 
problem about member states 
that like GMOs (genetically- 
modified organisms) and 
those that don’t like GMOs,” 
Waite said. 

The authorisations for the 


Boyce, also of Dalhousie

in our atmosphere today was 
produced by phytoplankton or 
phytoplankton precursors over 
the past 2 billion years.” 

Plant plankton — some of 
it visible, some microscopic 

— help keep Earth cool. They 
take carbon dioxide — the 
key greenhouse gas — out of 
the air to keep the world from 
getting even warmer, Boyce 
said. 

Worm said when the surface 
of the ocean gets warmer, the 
warm water at the top doesn’t 
mix as easily with the cooler 
water below. That makes it 
tougher for the plant plankton 
which are light and often live 
near the ocean surface to get 
nutrients in deeper, cooler 
water. 

It also matches other global 
warming trends, with the 
biggest effects at the poles and 
around the equator. 

Previous plankton research has 
mostly relied on satellite data 
that only goes back to 1978. 
But Worm and colleagues 
used a low-tech technology 

— disks devised by Vatican 
scientist Pietro Angelo Secchi, 
in the 19th century. These

maize that won approval for 
animal feed on Wednesday 
are valid for 10 years.

disks measure the murkiness 
of the ocean.

Judge orders tougher look 
at fire retardant drops

GRANTS PASS, Ore. - A federal judge Wednesday ordered 
the U.S. Forest Service to take a tougher look at the possibility 
that routinely dropping toxic fire retardant on wildfires from 
airplanes will kill endangered fish and plants. 

U.S. District Judge Donald W. Molloy in Missoula, Mont., ruled 
that the current environmental assessment is inadequate in light 
of federal biologists’ findings that fire retardant that lands in 
creeks and on rare plants jeopardize the survival of endangered 
species and their habitat. 

Molloy did not restrict the use of fire retardant this summer, 
but in a sternly written order gave the Forest Service until the 
end of 2011 to do a tougher environmental impact statement. 
He warned the agency could be found in contempt for failing 
to meet the deadline and refused to hear further arguments on 
the issue. 

He also sent environmental analyses in support of the Forest 
Service assessment, known as biological opinions, back to 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service and the National Marine 
Fisheries Service. 

The judge wrote that they violated the Endangered Species 
Act by failing to put any real limits on firefighters from calling 
in retardant drops, despite finding that the mix of water and 
fertilizer could poison fish and their food and kill rare plants. 
Andy Stahl of Forest Service Employees for Environmental 
Ethics, which brought the lawsuit, said half the 20 million 
gallons of fire retardant dropped by the Forest Service in 
2008 was dropped in California, where it has become a public 
relations display for television cameras that is rarely effective 
because it is used in windy conditions that cause it to be widely 
dispersed. “If a farmer took a 3,000-gallon truckload of liquefied 
fertilizer and dumped it in a creek, that farmer would be in jail 
in a heartbeat,” Stahl said. “But when the Forest Service does it, 
everybody looks the other way because it is a war on fire.” 
Millions of dollars go to private contractors to dump fire 
retardant, Stahl added. “So there is developed a fire industrial 
complex between the government and these contractors that 
keeps the money flowing. And it’s led to a quintupling of Forest 
Service firefighting expenses in the last 10 years.” 

The judge cited an e-mail from a Fish and Wildlife Service 
official to conclude the agency’s findings were arbitrary and 
capricious. The e-mail said the agency could not restrict the use 
of fire retardant because it might be blamed for the loss of a 
home or someone’s life. 

“This determination is not scientific, it is a political decision¬ 
making by the Fish and Wildlife Service,” Molloy wrote. 
Noting that only 14 of the 128,000 retardant drops over a period 
of eight years had killed protected fish or plants, Molloy said it 
was still necessary to avoid harming protected species. 

The judge also found Fish and Wildlife and the fisheries service 
violated the Endangered Species Act by failing to include an 
“incidental take permit” in the biological opinion that would 
allow killing some endangered species. The agencies had argued 
they would consider permits on a case-by-case basis. 

Molloy rejected arguments from the conservation group that 
challenged the Forest Service’s entire approach to fighting 
wildfire as harmful to the environment. □

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Ready to work for political change you can count onP

New York - Two years ago, Barack Obama 
electrified the nation with a promise of “change 
we can believe in.” That was the wrong pledge. 
Americans need far more than change we can 
believe in. We need change we can count on. 
And the only kind of change we can really count 
on is change that empowers us to count on 
ourselves. Yet a program for that kind of change 
is nowhere to be found on the American political 
agenda. 

The best hope average citizens have to fight 
for their interests and beliefs is to take back 
the institutions of representative government. 
Our most important problem isn’t the size of 
government - it is how to achieve governance 
that’s far more democratic. 

A cycle of biasBut a cycle of bias is preventing 
us from doing just that. This cycle has three 
parts. 

The first consists of the rules of the political 
game, beginning with the domineering role 
personal and corporate wealth play in politics. 
But the problem goes far deeper than money. 
Sedimented institutions worsen the bias by 
lessening choice, interest, and participation. 
These include: a two-party duopoly that 
freezes out other voices; voting on a workday; 
“gerrymandered” districts that unfairly protect 
incumbents; an Electoral College that limits 
campaigns to “battleground” states; and 
laboriously registering voters one at a time. 

Then there is the revolving door from Congress 
to lobbying firms, further ensuring that policy 
will suit special interests, leaving out the rest of 
us. 

The second part of the cycle of bias is the way 
political parties selectively mobilize voters. 
Politicians use their resources to organize 
those who have voted before, our already most 
organized citizens, casting the least organized 
and protected among us back into the political 


wilderness. 

Finally, the agenda of policy proposals set by 
political, business, and media elites neglects 
many citizens, especially - but not only - the 
poor. 

Even in historic 2008, 40 percent of eligible 
Americans didn’t vote, while citizens in the 
bottom fifth ranked by income voted at only 60 
percent the rate of those in the top fifth. Many 
opt out not because they don’t care, but because 
a biased political agenda doesn’t meet their 
needs. 

Is this just par for democracy? No. Other 
advanced nations don’t have such low turnouts 
and large class voting gaps. Nor did America in 
the second half of the 19th century when turnout 
often hit 80 percent and the poor were as likely 
to vote as the rich. 

Eight steps for changeWhat can we do to end 
this cycle? Here are eight action items: 

•Take private wealth out of politics. Amend the 
Constitution to overturn our activist Supreme 
Court’s fantasy that unlimited campaign spending 
is free speech. This would free Congress to write 
effective campaign finance reform in which one 
person - not each and every dollar - gets one 
protected voice. 

•Vote on “Democracy Days,” not Tuesdays. We 
should vote on weekends or make Election Day 
a national holiday. We wouldn’t advise a new 
democracy to vote on workdays. Why do we do 
it here? 

•Automatically register all voters. The 
government knows how to find us for war or 
taxes. It should use this prowess to register us to 
vote, as governments do in most other advanced 
nations. 

•End gerrymandering. Nonpartisan co mm issions 
should be established to draw legislative district 
lines to maximize competition and fairness. 
Voters should choose their representatives, not 
the other way around. 


•Establish proportional representation. Our 
system of winner-take-all elections awards 
all legislative seats only to parties already 
able to win pluralities in geographic districts. 
Proportional representation gives all parties a 
fair share of seats based on the percentage of the 
vote each gets. This would boost voter choice 
and break the two-party duopoly. 

•Directly elect the president. Five states have 
already signed a compact to give their electoral 
votes to the winner of the national popular vote. 
If states adding up to a majority of electors sign 
on, the Electoral College will become history. 
•End the revolving door between Congress 
and K Street. Members of Congress should be 
constitutionally barred for life from working as 
paid lobbyists. If politicians want to “serve the 
people,” that’s a price they’ll pay. 

•Pass the democracy amendment. Believe it or 
not, the word “democracy” never appears in the 
Constitution. Let’s put it there to create a clear 
constitutional standard for future legislation and 
Supreme Court rulings. 

Some may find this agenda too procedural, even 
a bit dull. That group won’t include political 
elites desperate to keep their power. To them it 
will be a radical, direct threat. 

With so little to lose and so much to gain, let’s 
create a new national movement to revitalize 
American democracy. The agenda for change 
is there. It only awaits a “Continental Army” of 
new winter patriots, willing to sacrifice just a 
little to defend American democracy so much.

LOS ANGELES - The cats and dogs of “Cats & Dogs: The 
Revenge of Kitty Galore” have all kinds of super-spy gadgetry 
and training at their disposal: jet-packs, tricked-out collars, the 
works. But they come from a long and lovable tradition of live- 
action animal movies — ones that were simpler and sweeter, 
which seem to be in short supply these days, given the eye¬ 
popping sophistication of computer animation. 

Here’s a look at five that deserve two paws up: 

• “Babe” (1995): This is a movie about a talking pig — a 
talking pig, people! — that was nominated for seven Academy 
Awards, including best picture and best supporting actor for 
James Cromwell. (It won one, for visual effects.) That’s how 
good it is. Director and co-writer Chris Noonan’s film about 
a pig who learns how to herd sheep is so sweet, so funny, so 
unexpectedly touching, it never hits a false note. As voiced by 
Christine Cavanaugh, Babe might just be the most earnest, most 
adorable creature ever. That he befriends sheepdogs, horses, 
ducks and humans alike is only part of his charm. A childlike 
sense of wonder and the attitude that anything is possible round 
out his allure. 
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• “My Dog Skip” (2000): Just writing the name of the movie 
makes me want to tear up. Seriously, there is no way to get 
through this thing without bawling — I dare you to try. Several 
powerful forces are at work here: an insanely cute Frankie Muniz 
as our shy, 9-year-old hero; the idea of a dog being your only 
real friend when you’re a lonely, insecure kid; and of course, 
Skip himself, a lovable, scruffy Jack Russell terrier. Sure, this 
coming-of-age tale yanks relentlessly at your heartstrings — 
and Skip’s antics might seem a little too wacky for the truly, 
deeply cynical — but its own heart is in the right place. 

• “Lassie Come Home” (1943): Maybe it’s because I had 
a collie as a little girl, but I can walk into this movie at any 
point and find tears streaming down my face within seconds. 
It’s a classic, of course, featuring a young Roddy McDowell 
and Elizabeth Taylor (and it was remade pretty faithfully a 
few years ago with Peter O’Toole and Samantha Morton). 
No, “Lassie” is not realistic. The dog is possessed of such 
preternatural navigational skills, she can find her way from 
Scotland to Yorkshire on her own, despite the many obstacles 
and threats along the way. But when she arrives back home and 
young Joe Carraclough sees her again for the first time ... wow. 
Manipulative, yes, but effective. 

• “The Black Stallion” (1979): It’s scary and thrilling, amusing 
and inspirational — which means it has all the ingredients for a 
perfect family film. And that Arabian horse creates such a striking 
figure, you can’t help but be in awe of its majesty. The gorgeous 
cinematography from Caleb Deschanel certainly contributes to 
the mystical quality of the film, but the fundamental story is 
what’s crucial: that of a bond between a boy and a horse, which 
is forged spiritually and without unnecessary dialogue. And 
Mickey Rooney is a hoot as the horse trainer who drives the 
stallion to greatness, a role that earned him an Oscar nomination 
for best supporting actor. 

• “Every Which Way But Loose” (1978): Goofy, but kinda 
irresistible in its self-awareness — although we probably didn’t 
need the 1980 sequel, “Any Which Way You Can.” You have to 
love Clint Eastwood toying with his tough-guy image by playing 
... a tough guy whose best friend is an orangutan. Eastwood 
plays a trucker and a barroom brawler — an easygoing guy 
who nonetheless has a penchant for trouble. Clyde is the beer¬ 
sipping orangutan he wins on a bet who becomes his right-hand 
man. There’s some romance with Sondra Locke as the country 
singer who catches his eye, but the real love affair is between 
Eastwood and his furry, fun-loving pal.Q
